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" An EJfay in Defence of the Female Sex. 
Written by a Lady^ and Publiflied in 8vo. 1696* 

1 Shall not enter into any difpute, whether men, or women 
be generally more ingenious, or learned ; that point muft 
be given up to the advantages men have over us by their 
education, freedom of converfe, and vari^y of bufinefs aa4 
company. But when any comparifon is made between 
them, great allowances muft be made for the difparity of 
thofe circumftances. Neither fhall I conteft about the pre- 
eminence of our virtues; I know there are too many vi- 
cious, and I hope there are a great many virtuous of both 
fexes. Yet this I may fay, that whatever vices are found 
amongft us, have in general both their fource, and encou- 
ragement from them. 

The queftion I fhall at prefcnt handle is, whether the time 
an ingenious gentleman fpends in the company of women, 
may juftly be faid to be mifemployed, or not? I put the 
gueftion in general terms; bpcaule whoever holds the af- 
nrniative muft maintain it fo, or the fex is no way concerned 
to oppofe him. On the other fide I ftiaU not maintain the rtc- 

fative, but with fome reftriftions and limitations ; becaufe 
will not be bound to juftifie thofe women, whofe vices and 
ill conduft expofe them defervedly to the cenfurc of the 
other fex, as well as of their own. The queftion being thus 
ftated, let us confider the end and purpofes, for which con- 
verfation was at firft inftituted, arid is yet defirable; and then 
we (hall fee, whether they may not all be foun|d in. the- com- 
pany of women. Thefe ends, I take it, are the fame with 
thoie we aim at in all our other adtions, in general only two, 
profit or pleafure. Thefe are divided into thofe of the mind, 
and chofe of the body. Of the latter I (hall take no further 
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notice, as having no relation to the prefent fubjeft; but fball 
confine ijiyfelf wholly to the mind, the profit of which is the 
improvement of the underftanding; and the pleafure is the 
diverfion, and relaxation of its cares and paffions. Now 
if either of thefe ends be attainable by the fociety of women, 
I have gained my point. However, I hope to make it ap- 
pear, that they are not only both to be met with in the 
converfation of women, but one of them more generally, and 
in greater meafure than in men's. 

Our company is generally by our adverfaries reprefented 
as unprofitable and irkfome to men of fenfe, and by fome of 
the moil vehement fticklers againft. us, as criminal. Thefe 
imputations as they are unjuft, efpecially the latter, fo they 
favour ftrongly of the malice, arrogance, and fottifhnefs of 
thofe, that moft frequently urge them; who are commonly 
cither conceited fops, whofe fuccefs in their pretences to the 
favour of our fex has been no greater than their merit, and 
fallen very far (hort of their vanity and prefumption, or a 
fort of morofe ill-bred, unthinking fellows, who appear to 
be men only by their habit and beards, and are fcarce dif- 
tinguifhable from brutes but by their figure and rifibility. 
But I '(hall wave thefe refleftions at prefent, however juft, 
and come clofer to our argument. If women are not quali- 
fied for the converfation of ingenious men, or, to go yet fur- 
ther, their friendfliip, it muft be becaufe they want fome 
' one condition, or more, neccllarily reguifite to either. The 
.neceflary conditions of thefe are fenfe," and good nature, to 
which mufl: be added, for friendftiip, fidelity and integrity. 
Now if any of thefe be wanting to our fex, it muft be either 
becaufe nature has not been fo liberal as to beftow them upon 
us; or becaufe due care has not been taken to cultivate thofe 
gifts to a competent meafure in us. 

The firft of tjiefe caufes is that, which is moft generally 
Ur^ed agairift us, whether it be in raillery, or fpight. I 
might ^ly cut this part of the controveify (hort by an 
irrefragable argument, which is, that the exprefs intent, and' 
reafon for which woman was created, was to be a companion 
and help meet to man; and that confequently thofe, that 
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deny them to be fo, muft argue a miftake in providence, 
and think themfelves wifer than their creator. But thefe 

Jjcntlemen are generally fuch pafTionate admirers of fhcm- 
elves, and have fuch a profound value and reverence for 
their own parts, that they are ready at any time to facrificc 
their religion to the reputation of their wit, and rather than 
lofe their point, deny the truth of the hiftory. There arc 
others, that though they allow the ftory, yet affirm, that the 
propagation, and continuance of mankind, was the onlj 
reafon for which we w-ere made ; as if the wifdom that firft: 
made man, could not without trouble have contmued that 
fpccies by the fame or any other method, had not this been 
moft conducive to his happinefs, which was the gracious and 
only end of his creation. But thefe fuperficial gentlcmea 
wear their underftandings like their clothes, always fet and 
formal, and would no more talk than drefs out of falhion ; 
beaux that, rather than any part of their outward figure 
fliould be damaged, would wipe the dirt off their (hoes with 
their handkercher, and that value themfelves infinitely more 
upon modifti nonfenfe, than upon the beft fenfe againft the 
f^ion. But fmce I do not intend to make this a religious 
argument, i (hall leave all further confiderations of this na- 
ture to the divines, whofe more immediate bufinefs and 
ftudy it is to affert the wifdom of providence in the order, 
and difbribution of this world, agamft all that fhall oppofe ir. 
To proceed therefore, if we be naturally defeftive, the 
defect muft be either in foul or body. In the foul it can't be, 
if what I have heard fome learned men maintain, be true, 
that all fouls are ecjual, and alike, and that confequcntly 
there is no fuch diftm<5tion, as male and female fouls ; that 
there are no innate ideas, but that all the notions we have, 
are derived from our external fcnfcs, either immediately, or 
by refledion. Thefe metaphyfical fpeculations, I muft own 
require much more learning and a ftronger head, dian I can 
pretend to be miftrefs of, to be confidered as they ought: 
Vet fo bold I may be, as to undertake the defence of thefe 
opinions, when any •of our jingling opponents think fit to 
refute, them. 
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Neither can it be in the body, (if I may credit the report 
of learned phyficistns) for there is no difference in the or- 

gania^ation of thofe parts, which have any- relation to, or in- 
uencebver the minds; but the brain, and all other parts 
(which I am not anatortiid enough lo nartie) are contrived as 
well for the plentiful conveyance of fpirits, which are held to 
be the immediate inftruments of fenfatioh, in women, as 
men. I fee therefore no natural impediment in the ftruc- 
ture of our bodies r nor does experience, or obfervation 
argue any : We ufe all our natural faculries as well as men, 
nay and our rational too, dedufting only for the. advantages 
before mentioned. 

Let us appeal yet further to experience, and obferve 
thofe creatures that deviate leaft from fimple nature, and fee 
if we can find any difference in fenfe, <!irr underftanding be- 
tween males and females. In thefe we may fee '■ nature 
plaineft, who lie under no conftraint of cuftorti or laws, but 
thofe of paffion or appetite, which are natures, and know no 
difference of education, nor receive any byafs by prejudice. 
We fee great diftance in degrees of^ underftandmg, wit, 
cunning, and docility, (call them what you pleafe) between 
the feveral fpecies of brutes. An ape, a dog, a fox, are by 
daily obfervation found to be more docile, and more fubtle 
than an ox, a fwine, or a (beep. But a (he ape is as fiill of, 
and as ready at imitation as a he; a bitch will learn as many 
tricks in as (hort a time as a dojg; a female fox has as many 
wiles as a male. A thoufand mftances of this kind might 
be produced ; but I thinTc thefe are fo plain, that to inflance 
more were a fuperfluous labour; I (hall only once more take 
notice, that in bmtps and other anjmals there is no difference 
betwixt male and female in point of fagacity, notwithftanding 
there is the fame diftindkion of fexes, that is between men 
and women. I have read, that fome philofophers have held 
brutes to be no more than meer machines, a fort of divine 
clockwork, that aft only by the force of nice unfeen fprings 
without fenfation, and cry out without feeling pain, eat 
without hunger, chrink without thirft, fewnupon their keep-' 
ers witliout keing them, hunt hares without fmcUiiig, &c.* 
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Here is cover for our antagoaifts againft the Ufl: argimneiit Cj 
thick, that there is no beating them out. For my p^rt, I 
{ball not envy them their refuge, let them lie like the wild 
Irijb iecure within their bo^R^; the field is at leaft our$, £> 
long as they keep to their taunefles. | (hall onfy add that 
if the leamedeil he of thetn all can convince me of the truth 
of this opinion, he will v<fy much ftagger my faith ; for hi- 
therto 1 have been able to obferve no difference between oar 
knowledge and theirs, but a gradual one; and depend upon 
revelation alone, that our fouls are immortal, and theirs not. 

But if an argument from brutes and other animals (hall 
not be allowed ascondufive, (though I can't fee why fuch an 
inference fhouU not be valid, fince the parity of reafon is the 
fame on both fides u\ this cale,) I fhall defire thofe, that 
hold againil us to obferve the country people, I mean the 
inferior fort of them, fuch as not having ftocks to follow huf- 
baodry upon their own fcore, fobfift upon thdr daily labour* 
For amongfl thefe, thoi^h not io equal as that of brutes, yet 
the condition of the two fexes is more level, than amongft 
gentlemen, city traders, or rich yeomen. Examine them m 
dieir feveral bufinefles, «k1 tlieir capacities will appear 
equal ; but talk to them of tilings indifferent, and out of the 
rc^ of their conftant employment, and the ballance will &il 
on our fide, the women will be found the more ready and 
polite. Let us look a little further, and view our fex in a 
liatic of more improvement, amongft our neighbours the 
DuUh. There we fhall iind them managing not only the 
domeftick affairs of the family, but making, and receiving all 
payments as well great as fmall, keeping the books, bal- 
lancing the accounts, and doiag all the bufincft, even the 
niceft of naerchants, with -as much dexterity and exafltncfs 
as their, or our men can do. And I have often hear'd fome 
of our <onfidecahle merchants blame the condudt of our 
countr3^men in this point; that tbey breed our women fo 
%aorant of bulinefs; wherieas were they taught arithmetiok, 
aadotherartB which require not much bodily ftrength, they 
might fupply the places of abiindance of lufty men now em- 
ployed in ledentary bufmefs; which would be a mighty profit 
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to the nation by fending thofe men to employments, where 
iiands and ftrength are more required. Befide that it might 
prevent the ruin of many families, which is often occafioned 
by the death of merchants in full bufinefs, and leaving their 
accounts perplexed, and embroiled to a widow and orphans, 
who underftand nothing of the hufband or father's bufinefs, ^ 
dccafions the rending and oftentimes the utter confounding 
afair eftate; which might be prevented, did the wife but un- 
derftand Merchants accounts, and were made acquainted 
with the books. 

I have yet another argument from nature, which is, that the 
very make and temper of pur bodies (hew that we were ne- 
ver defigned for fati^e; and the vivacity of our wits, and 
readineh of our invention (which are confeffed even by our 
adverfaries) demonftrate that we were chiefly intended for 
thought andtheexercifeof the mind. Whereas on the con- 
trary it ^s apparent from the ftrength and fize of their limbs, 
the vigour andhardinefs of their conftitutions, that men were 
purpofely framed and contrived foraftion and labour. And 
Ixercin the wifdom, and contrivance of providence is abun- 
dantly manifefted ; for as theonefex is fortified with courage^ 
and ability to undergo the neceflary drudgery of providing 
materials for the fuftenance of life in both; fo the other is fiir- 
nifhed with ingenuity and prudence for the orderly ma- 
nagement and diftribution of it, for the relief and comfort of 
a family ; and is over and above enriched with a peculiar 
tendernefs and care requifite to the cherifliing their poor 
helplefs offspring, I know our oppofers ufually mifcall our 
Guicknefs of thought, fancy and flafti, and chriften their own 
Beavincfs by the ipecious names of judgment and folidity ; 
but it is eafie to retort upon them the reproachful ones d 
dulnefs and ftupidity with more juftice. I ftiall purfue this 
pbint no further, but continue firm in my perfuafion, that 
nature has not been fo niggardly to us, as our adverfaries 
would infinuate, till I fee better caufe to the contrary, than I 
have hitheito at any time done. Yet I am ready to^'ield to 
conviftion, whoever offers it; which I don't .Suddenly 
cxpcft. 
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To the mofte high, mofte puyfaunte, mofte exellcnt and 
mofte chryften Kynge, my mofte redoubtede fove- 
reygnc lor^e Henry theighte by the grace of Gode of 
Englonde, Fraunce & Irelonde Kynge, Defender of 
t*he Fey the, & in erthe undre Gode, fuppreme heede 
of the Churche of Englonde and Irelonde. Your 
mofte humble fubje<fte Henry Parcare, Knyght, 
lorde Morley defyreth thys Newe Yere with infynyte 
of yeres to your Imperiall Maiefte, helthe honoure 
and vydtory. 

IN the tyme the hoole worlde was obediente to the Ro- 
mayries, mofte vidtorioufe and gracioufe fovereigne Lorde, 
not onely by armesthey were renoumede above all other 
naciones, but alfo in elbquens and goode lerhynge, as it ap- 
perethe by thyes oratours and poetes in the grcate Auguftiis 
days ; that is to faye, Varro, TuUius Cicero, Virgill, Orate 
and Ovvde, with divers others. And all thoughe that thofe 
that enuiyde frome oone Empoure to another were exellcntly 
lernede^s bothe thcPlynys,Mareiall,Quyntilian& Claudian, 
afid fuche other ; yet why it was fo, that tbev coulde never 
tlXayne to thes afore rehcrfyde, neither in profe nor yet in 
vcrfe, is to me a grcate wonder. For as muchc as they fawc 
die workes of the other, whiche as my reafone gevvthe me 
ftouidc have rather cairfcdc theym to have bene in fcience 
libove theym then inferiours to theym. For why, if one that 

2gotbe aboute to buylde a palace, if he fe anothei* whiche 
' kethe hym well, it ftial be noo greate maftrie, if he lp\ e a 
lite in his examplai' to amende it in hys worke. And why 
thysfliuHc not be, truely I can geve noo reafone to the 
contrary; for fo it was that cvere as the grcate Emp\rc 
of Some decayde in dcedes of armes, fo dyd it in learenyngc. 
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In fo muche, that whether it were by the ftraynge nationes, 
that they were mynglede with all, or otherwife, at the lafte 
theimfelfs that accomptyde all other nationes barbaroufe, 
oonely the Greakes excepte, by thefpace of fexor fevene.hun-? 
dfithe yeres were as barbaroufe as the beft. Thys contyn- 
uynge fo longe a time, that in procefle aboute the yere of* 
our lorde God a thoiriand foure hundrith, in the time of the 
flowre and honouie of prynces, k ynge Edwarde the thyrde of 
that name, holdynge by ryghte the feptre of thys imperiall 
realme, as vour Grace nowe dothe, there fprahge in Italy 
three e:5cellente derkes. The fyrft was Dante, for hysf 
greate learnynge in hvs mother tunge,.furnamyde dyvyne 
Dante. Siirelv not withoute caufe. For it is manyfeft, that 
it. was true whiche was graven on hys tumbe, that hys ma- 
ternal eloquens touchede fo nyghe the pryke, that it femyde 
a myracle of nature. And for becaufe that one fhuld not 
thynk I do feyne, I (hall fett the wordes in the Itajiane tungc, 
)vhiche is thys. 

Dante alegra fon minerva obfcura. 
De arte & de intelligcntia nel au ingenio. 
Le elegaHtia matna aiofe al fcengo. 
Que fe tient pour miracol de natura. 

The next unto thys Dante was Frauncis Petrak, that not 
onely in the iatyne tunge, but alfo in fwete ryme is fo ex-r 
temyde, that unto thys prefent tyme, unnethe is ther any 
noble Prjnce in Italy, nor Gentle man withoute havynge in. 
hys handes hys Sonnettes & hys Tryhuniphes & his other 
Rymes. And he wrote alfo in the Iatyne tunge certeyn 
Eglogys in verfvs, and another booke namede AfFrica, & of 
the Remedyes of bothe Fortunes, with dyvers Epiftles and 
other Workes whiche I over paffe. 

The laft of thies three, moft gratioufe fovereigne Lorde, 

was John Rocas of Certaldo, whiche in lyke wyfe as the 

. tother twayne Dante and Petraccha were mofte exellent in the 

vulgare ryme, fo thys Eocas was above all others in profe, 

as it apperjthe by hys hundrith tayles, and many other 

notable 
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notable workes. Nor he was noo leffe elegaunte in the profe 
of his oune tunge, then he was in the iatyne tunge, wherinas 
Petrak dyd wr) te clerkly certeyn volumes in the Iatyne 
tunge, fo dyd this clerke. And firft of the Fall of Prj nces, of 
the Geonelogye of the Goddes. And emonge other, thys 
Booke namede De Preclaris Mulieribus. That is of the Ryght 
Henomyde Ladies. Whichefayde booke as in the ende he 
wrytethe, he dyd dedicate the fame to qiiene Jane in hys 
tyme-quene of Naples. A prynccfle endtiede with all ver- 
tues w)fdomeand goodenes. And for as muche, as that I 
thoughte, ho we that your hyghnes of voure accuftomedc 
mekenes and pryncely herte woulde not difdayn it, fo dyd I 
imagyne, that if by chaunce it (hulde cum to the handes of 
the ryght renomyde and mode honorable Ladyes of your 
Highnes mofte tryhunvphaunte courte, that it ftiulde be well 
acceptyde to theym to fe and reede the merveloufe vei tue of 
theyr oune fexe to' the laude perpetuall of theym. And 
albeit as Bocas wrytethe in hys proheme, he menglysftieth 
fum not verey chafte emongfte the goode, yet hys honelte 
excufe declarethe that he dyd it to a goode entent, that all 
Ladyes and Gentlewomen feynge the glorye of the goode 
maybefteryde to folowethevm, and feynge the vyce of 
fum to flee theym. Whiche faide worke, my mofte noble and 
gratioufefovereyneLorde,asfarrasit gothe, I havedrawne into 
our maternall tonge,to prefente the fame unto your imperiall 
Dignyte this newe yeares day. Praynge to Chryfte jhefu 
to techie that right chriften hande of 3 ours to batell 
.agaynlle your auncyente Ennemyes, that they may knowe, 
that he whiche is the way and the truethe helpythe your P2x- 
dlencye in your truethe. So that they may fall and youe to 
ryfe in honour viftory and fame, above all kynges that is 
bathe bene or (hal be. Amen. 
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THE prefece of thexellent clerc John Bocafle^ of hi% 
booke intitlede in the Latyne tunse, De Preclaris MuU* 
eribuSythzSi is to fay in Englyflie, Of the K^^hte Renoumyd^ 
Ladyes. Wherin he dothe excufe hymfelf why emon^c 
theym that were mofte vemioiife and honorable women. He 
dothe often put in theym that were vicyoufe. 

There be of the olde auncyent wryters, and alfo of late of 
right famoufe clerkes, that have brevely wrytten the lyffes of 
the in uftrioufe noble men. Emonge others the ryght.exellent 
poete Frauncys Petrark my maifter hathe endyted and gv 
threde thcyre aftes in a compendioufe volume., and weH 
worthy, for to tbentent that they myghte be above others 
by theyr notable and hardy ads. They not oonely put to 
thyr ftudy, but alfo their (ubftaunce & their bloode, whea 
the oportun>te of tyme femyde theim fo fpr to do, to noone 
other entente, 'but to deferve therby of theyr pofteryte a 
name and fame for ever. Surely, I have nox a title mervelyde 
of theym that have thus wrytten, why they have not fom- 
what touchede the glorioufe aftcs of women, when it is 
cvydente, that dyvers and fundry of theym have doone ryghtc 
notable thynges. And if men by theyr ftreAgth and other 
worthy ways have defervede to have fuch prayfe and com-, 
mfcnd^tion, how muche more ought thofe women to be 
• prayfede becaufe that they be naturally weike and feble, and 
theyr wyttes not fo quycfce as mens wyttes be, if they »have 
doone fuche famous ades, whiche (hulde be harde for men 
to do. And for that entente, they ftiulde not be defraudyde 
therof, it came into my mynde that of thofe that have de- 
fervyde prayfe xo put theym in oone volume, not oonely 
theym that by vertue have defervede it,butalfo thofe that by 
expreffe ande knowne evyll doynge be fpoken of unto thys 
day. Nor I wyll not that the Reder ftlall thynke it [ in ] con- 
gniente that I do compare Medea and Sempronia with 
Lucres and Sulpicia, all thoughe I have mynglede theym 

with 
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with thics mofte chayfte wyfes. My mynde is nothyngc 
that ways. Nor agayne not fo ftrayte, that I wolde toucne 
noone other bu)t iuche, and in a l^ger fenfc with the {satiens 
of the gentle reder to put theym with the other. For why, 
cmonge the Scipions, and the Catons, and the Fabrycians, 
mofte noble vertuoufc men^ is numbrede wyle & crafty 
Hanyball, falfe and traytcroufe Jugiirta, the blody and 
tyranoufe Scilla & Marrjnis, and the covetoufe Craffus. And 
other whiche I do [ not j well call to myude that I have 
redde o£ But I have thus fetttheis together to thys entente, 
that in iokynge and redynge of the goode, it may ftere the 
rcders to goodenes; and to theym that be evyll to g5rve 
theym a bytte, whereby tlicy may withdrawe theymfelfe 
frome fo evyll condiciones and ways. And I have fo ratydc 
this my wofke jhat it feniythe I have fumwhat hydde of the 
evyll of theym, and emonge the hyftoryes, and m fum place 
put in fum thynges joyoufe and pleafaunte, not withoutc 

fevynge fum (harpe pryckq to theym, to couafeill theim to 
ye frome vyce. So that I doo hoope, that with thys com- 
myxtion fum utylyte and profyte (hall cum of the fame. And 
for becaufe that men fliulde not ynmgyne that I ftiulde tiut 
teuche fuoh AQ brevely for theym that knawe not wejl jthe 
l^yftoryes, I fe^ve drawne theyr lyfcs oute in a lengthe, noit 
dogtoyitge bv* to pkafe asweii the men, as the womcu 
thereby* 

I M^U not Alio forgete to tell youe, that emojDge all thics 
"momm ^biclhe were hv^ j)anyme6 (our fyrfte another Eve faj 
rfjide) Jtev^yng^inteBC*onto.wryte.theexeHent glory rhax 
;d»e noble wcmneo in tyme paffyd have ohteyned^ it femethc 
iCq jme tfa^t :it hiiQt incongruentetabcgymjie at the commune 
taedwerof us all*

EVE than that moftcauncyent mother, as fhe was the 
fyrft of all women, fo is fhe decorate with woundrcs 
cxellent'prayfys. For (he was not as other be brought forthc 
into this lacrymable vale of myfery in whiche we be borne 
in to labour and to payne, nor fo formyd, nor as we (huldS 
fay ftiapyn witji that hammar, nor cryinge and bewaylynge 
hyr cumynge into the worlde as the maner of all that be 
borne is, but after that forte that never fyns haj>pned any ta 
be fo creatyd as (he was . For when that mofte wifeft and beft 
workc maifter had creatyd Adam of .the ilyme of the earth 
with his^ propre hande, and in the felde whiche after was 
callede Damafceney had tranflatyd hym into the gardyn of 
delycys, bryngynge hym unto a pleafaunte and foft flepe^ the 
craft onely to hym knowne of hym that llept, he brought 
hyr forth rype of age, as well gladde of that mery place (he 
was'in, as alfo of the fight of hyr hufbonde, immortal and 
lady and quene of all thynges, and of hyr wakynge hu(bonde 
felowe and make, and by hym namede £v£* 

What 
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What more bryghtnes happned to any that ever was borne. 
And belydes this we may right well imagyne that of beauty 
fhe was incomporable. And albeit this gyft exellent of 
beautie by age or by fum fodeyn fever in mydle age gothe 
foone away, yett for as muche as emongfte women, this is 
accomptyd for a mode exellent gyft, and many of theim 
emongfte women have therby, by theyr unwyfe iudgement 
, obteyned fame everlaftynge, as in thole that folowe mall to 
youe appere, yet thys woman as well by this beauty as by 
hyr wondrefull begynnynge paffed theim all. And thus 
Ihee made cytezyn of paradyfe whyle (he ther had with hyr 
hulbonde Adam the miicyon of that pleafaunt place, the 
ungracyoufe enemy to mankynde envyoufe of hyr joye, per- 
fuadyde hyr, that in brekynge one thynge to hyre forboden, 
ihe fhulde foone aflende to hygher felicyte and glorye. To 
whiche perfuafione, when (hee by greate lyghtnes more then 
behovyde hyr for us, (he gave credyte unto itt, with hyr 
fweete fiatterynge fuggeftion fhe drew hyr hufbonde to folowe 
,hyr way. And thus ihey bothe taftynge of the tree of the 
knowledge of goode and evyll, and eatynge of the frude 
forboden, they not onely theimfelfs, but all theyr pofter3rte 
depryvyde from refte, quy etnes aud eternyte, into labour and 
myferable deathe, and frome that delegable country' into this 
doloroufe worlde, full of brears, brembles and thornes. 

For when that bryght light in whiche they went in was 
goone from theym, and they clothydc was departyde from 
theyr maker, ^nd frome the place of deljte as outelaws ex- 
pulfed into the vale of Ebron, it folowede that this exellent 
woman with thies offenfes knowne over all, was the fyrft (as 
it is thought ) that with hyr hulbonde founde the ways to 
dygge and eare the earth. And beynge after experte of the 
paynes of berynge of children, and of the forowes for the 
4eath of hyr children ^nd nevows, fufferynge as well heate as 
colde, and ordeyned (at laft) to dye, with thies inconve- 
niencys lyvy'He unto an extreme age.

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The SECONDE CHAPITRE. 
Xyf Simiramis the Quene of the Affyryem. 

THE femoufc Seitiiramis was th« auiifyent quene of the 
Aifiry cns,but of what kinred (he came of the longe tyme 
hathe piit it in obKvione. But befides thofe' oWe faynede 
tales, the aunfyent hiftor^ens wryteth her to be the dough- 
fer of Neptunus whiche was the fonne of Saturney afad by 
Ae errour of the gentyles accomptcd to be God of the See. 
And all tboughe it be not convenyent to be belevyde, yet it 
is an argimient that fhe was procreate of noble paremts. 

This faide lady was maryedc to theryghte noble Ninu$ 
kyngeof the Affiryens, andof byr conccy vyde a fonne callede 
Nynus. Nowe this Njirus havynge conquerede all ^'<^, ande 
iA the lafte the countrye of Bachetys addyd to his domynyone^ 
with the fhote of an arrowe was flayne, letynge behynde hym 
Bys wyfe but vei'ey yonge, and his onely fonne Nynus afore 
CJrpreffyd.Thynkyn^ it unmeate to put the governauns of 
fhe hoole OjrygTir to loo yongc and tendre a chyldc of age, 
tkt was of fo hyglie and noble a hert, that rhofe cbumreys 
rfiat h}T ferfe hufbounde by armes hadde fubdued and coartyd 
to ferve, to take upon hyr to rule and govcrne theym alh 
Fctt- as it were with a wyfe fubtyle womans craft fee reteyned 
to heyr the greate hofte of hyr greate hufbonde. Now (he 
i»as not muche unlyke to hyr yonge fonne, neither of fece 
nor yet of ftature, and to this theyr fpeche was not unlyke 
the one of the tother, whiche beynge a greate forderynge to 
brynge to paflTe hyr purpofe, (he adornynge as well hyr oune 
heedc as hyr fones with a bonet, as it were muche lyke to thofe 
that the greate prynces weere in theyt folemne tryhumphes, 
the AJfyryens not beynge acuftomyde with fuche manner of 
bonnetrs, (he fo wroughte tothententthenoveltetherof(huRi 
Eot be noo mervell that all the AlTyriens (huld were bonnetts 
after that forte. And thus the wyfe of the fumtyme noble 
Nvnus favnynge hyr bothe his wyfe and his chylde, with a 
IT erveloufe diligence maynteyned thekyngly dignyte and the

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1^0 the right WorfhipfuU his fynguler ^dod friend^ 
Lewes Dy ve of Broomeham, in the Gountie of 
Bedforde, Efquyer, George Gafcoigne wyfheth 
continuance of Gods favour. 

jjYR, yoii maye pbftibly cdndemphe me of* greats iri- 
gratitude, who (having combred the whole worlde with my 
Siryftlefle workes) have yet never remembrcd to prefeRt you 
with any of them : And in deede your great nriendfliippe 
woulde rather challenge at my handes, the preheminence of 
fuche pleafures, togeather with the redoubhng of greater 
good wyll, as God (hall pleafe to enable mee. 

But Syr, when my wanton (and worfe fmelling) Poefies, 

frefumed fyrft to pearkabroade, they came forth (ooner than 
wyflied, and much before they deferved to be lyked. Sc^ 
tkat ( as you niaye fithens perceyve ) I Wis more combred 
with correftion of them, then comforted in the conftrud- 
tions whereunto they were fubjeft. And too make amendes 
for the loft time which I mifbeftowed in wrytingfo wan- 
tonlie : I have of latter dayes ufed al my travaile m matters 
both ferious and MoralL I wrote firft a tragicall commedie 
called The GlaJJe of Government : and now this laft fpring, I 
tranflated and colled ed a>worthy peece of worke, callpd 
He Drootnme ofDoomes daie^ and dedicated the fame to my 
Lord and Milifter : And I invented a Satyre^ and an EUegie, 
called ?7?^ Steele glajfe : and The complaint ofPhylomene. Both 
which I dedicated to your good Lord and myne, the Lor d^ 
Greye ofWyltcn : Thefe works or Pamphlets, I efteeme both 
Morall and Godly : whereof although I prefented you no 
Coppies, yet am I nor therein fo! Blamefull as unhappy* 
Surely I muft needes alledge that I had verie fewe Coppies 
thereof my felfe : and yet of thofe fewe, I Lad one readie to 
have fent you, the laft time that my brother John Dyve was 
intheCittye* 

But 
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. But at the Vf ry inftwt; of his departure, k wx^ not redie ; 
Sq that I fayled thereby of ipy dctcrmynation, and remayuc 
at your curtefie for the s^cceptance of this juft excufe, where- 
unto I hope the rather to perfuade you, by prcfcnting this 
fmall pamphlet called, A delycate Diet for Droonkards, unto 
your name and patronage, the which I befeech you to ac- 
cept as a pawn^ and token of my contynuing good wyll, I 
knowe you, and the wprld hath alwayes efteemed you, for a 
patfarAe of Sobryetie, and one that doth zeloully deteft the 
beaftUe vyce oi droonkcnnefle : This fmall worke is therc- 
, fore fo much the meeter to bee dedicated unto you : ' I pre- 
fent it, both for that refpefte, and for mine owne difcharge : 
andtherewithall the Coppies of tbework^s before named: I 
dyd often reveale"*, but never prevayled,in the errande which 
mv brother John commytted to my foUycytyng when wee 
lift were together. 1 praye you accept my good wyll in all 
diings : ana foone after Mighejlmas ( by Gods leave ) I wyll 
tee you- The God of our Forefathers continue his mercyc 
aud gi:ace to us all, now and ever.

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WHYLES I travailed in Tranflation, and coIle(S\ion 
of my Droome ojDoomesdaye ; and was bufyed in fort* 
Ing of the fame (for I gathered the »whole out of fundry Pam- 
phlets :) I chaunced at paffage, to efpye one (horte Epiftle, 
written againft I>ronkenncfre. And though the reft ot fuch 
Trpatifes, as I fbunde in the fame Coppie, dyd carrye none 
^xpref$ name of theyr feverail Aucthours : yet this Epyftlc 
wa$ therein entytuled : 

jif^ Admonition of Saint Augustine the Bijhoppe^ 
for the efchewing dfDroonkenneffe. 

Which Epiftl^, both for the credite of the Audthour, and 
for the tytles fake I thought good to perufe : fynding the 
fame compendious, and eloquent, as the fame Aufthour dyd 
commonlye wry te. 

But when I had throughly confidcred it, and therewithal! 
bad fome confideration of the huge enormyties, and fhames 
which daylie followe that finne : yea, when I had fuUye ad- 
vifcd mee, howe commonlie it is nowe a dayes exercii[ied 
amongfte us : and how flylie it ftealeth into this Realme 
through continuall cuftome of cheering, and banquetting : I 
thought it (houlde not be unprofitable, nor any way unplea- 
faunt (unlefle it be to fuch as cannot abyde to heare of ver- 
tue, for feare leaft they might be afhamed of their vyce ) to 
adde fome Aucthoryties and examples for the more fpeedy 
cxtyrpation of this monftrous plant, lately crepte into the 
plc^unt Orchyard« of Englande. 
^ And 
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And turely it is time (yea more then tyme) that "W^^ 
Ihoulde foreiee, and learne to avoyde, thofe Mermaydes of 
myfchiefe, which pype fo pleafantly in every Potte,*that men 
. be thereby alKired to fayle into the Ilandes of all evyll. And 
there ( being juftly deprived of Gods grace, ) are tranf- 
fourmedinto moft ougly fliapes of brute Beaftes. 

And leaft I feeme over fodainly to leape into my matter^ 
and ovjer raflily to rayle before good proofe of reproofe, let 
mee fet downe this for my generall propofition, "That all 
Droonkardes are Beajles : yea, let mee not ftirinkc to affyrme 
that not onely, all common Droonkardes are Beafts, but 
even the wyfeft councellour, the graved Philofopher, the 
cooningeft Artificer, the fkylfulleft wryter, and the moft 
pcrfedt of all fortes and Eflates, if they chance at any time 
to bee infeifted, and contamynate with this Beaftly vice, (hall 
be, ( in that dooing ) very Beaftes alfo. 

Mary, as there are on earth fundrye fortes of Beaftes, fa 
feemeth it that this Sorcereffe (Drinke) doth alfo in her 
transformed Crewes, obferve a wonderfuU varyetie: For 
fome men delyghting in her onely for pleafure, and good 
fellowfhip, ( as they terme it ) doo no furder exceede then 
into a certaine jocunde myrth, and dallyaunce: and/ yet 
therein alfo they chaunce moft commonly to geve no fmall 
caufe of offence. Then, this forte of Droonkards, I can beft 
compare urito Apes, whofe pceviftie propertie, is to bee de- 
lyghted with everie fonde toye, and tryfle : and whofe bufie 
nature can fcldome or never be exercyfed, without hurt or 
dommage. 

Another fort of men, ftepping a foote further, doo fall 
unto brawlyng and quarrellyng : not unlyke to the Beares 
and Boaresof the Forreft, whole chiefe delyght confifteth in 
pertycular combat with theyr owne kind. 

Another fort ( of a more mallicious nature ) wyll lye in 
wayte (in theyr droonkennefTe ) to entrap their companions 
with fooie difceypt. And fuch I accoumpt ( for all theyr cun- 
ning) transfourmed into Foxes, and wyly Wolves. Wh^ 
(houldelfpeakeofthe Lecherous Droonkarde, who (lyke a 
Goate) wyll fpare neyther Sex, Age, Kyndred, norcompa- 

fiion> 
♦ ^icrc, Porte. 
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liion, in the fylthy heate of his le\Yde concupyfcence- Or of 

ithe prowde Droonkarde, whiche (Peacock like ) doth jet in 

^ery ftreete : Neyther alhamed to fliew his vyle vanytic, nor 

yet never abafhed^ tyli hce fall downe in the chamnel, as the 

Peacocks pride is abated when'he looketh towardes his feete. 

To conclude, they are all eyther hoggiftily dronke, and 

then lye vomitting and belching with - great griefe, and 

greater offence, or elfe they become Afles, and fluggiftily 

confume in lleepe, that Golden tyme which is lent us to ule 

and beftowe to the honour of God, and for our owne avayle. 

So that, (as I fayde) I dare take in hand e to defende this 

propofition, that yfll Droonkards are Beaftes. And fince God 

nath made none other fo notable difference between Man 

and Beaft, as that he hath endewed the one, and deprived 

die other of reafon and underftanding ; I thought meetc 

both to tranflate the forefayde Epiftle, and alfo fomewhat 

ofmyfclfe, to wryte as an Invedyve, againft this fo per- 

ryllous u Theefe, which fo robbeth and defpoyleth men of 

the moft precious Je>yell and treafure whiche God beftoweth 

upon them. And to beginne with the Epiftle of S. Auguftine, 

the wordes thereof are thefe. 

Although, my deerly belovep, I hope that you 
through the grace of Chrift, wyll feare Droonkenneffe, as 
you feare the pit of Hell :* and that not only you wyl drinke 
ho more then is convenient, but alfo that you wyll not com- 
pell or allure any other to drinke more then wyll fuffife : 
yet Ihall you take in good part this councell of mine, be- 
jcaufe it can not be chofen, but that fome will be necligent, 
and are not able to keepe themfelves fober. But you which 
idoo alwayes banquette foberlie, and temperately, take not 
this as fpoken- to your reproche : for it is neceffarie that we 
iio fometimes rebuke dronkardes. 

Then whereas (welbeloved brethren ) Droonkenneffe is a 
great evyil, and an odious fin unto God : yet is it fo growen 
in ufe, with many menne through the whole world : that 
with filch as wyll not underftand Gods commaundements, it is 
now taken to be no great finne : fo that they mock and 
fcoffe in their banquettes^ at fuche as can not beare many 

Cuppesy 
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Cuppes, and are not afhamed to bynde men by an envious 
knotte of friendfliip that they (hall drink more then 
behoveth. 

But he which compelleth another man to make himfelfe 
dronken by often bybbing : i{ were leffe evyll for that man, 
if he ftiould wounde his fleftie with the fworde, then that he 
kyil his fouic by droonkenneffe : And becaufe our bodyes 
«re earthly, even as when there hath beene fome over greate 
tJalhe or glut of raine continuing long, the earth is foaked 
and refolv^ed in myre, fo that no tyllage can be made in the 
fame : In lyke maner our flefti being made droonken. can 
neyther receive the fpirituall tyllage, nor yet the bread and 
foode, which is necenaric for the loule. And as all men dqo 
defyre to have fufficient and competent ftiowres cf raync iix 
* their fieldes and clofes^ fo that they maye bee able both to 
leiercife tyllage, and td enioye the plentie of their fruites and 
«ncreafe; fo m this field diey Ihoulde drinke but^fo much 
as behoveth : leaft by excelTe and droonkennefe, the verie 
' eardi of their body^ (being as it were turned into a verie 
Fetine and Quagmyre) may better fcrve to breede Woonnes 
and Serpentes ot vice and fmne, then it (houlde bee able to 
bringe forth the fruits of charitie. For all Droonkardes are 
even fuch as Fennes and Marifhes feem to be in al refpe<^: 
you are not ignoraunt (welbeloved) what grdweth in rens: 
iFor whatfoever groweth therein, bringeth forth no fruite, 
therein breede Serpentes and fundri^ kinds of Worms, 
which doo bring more horrour and dread, then encrcaTc of 
viftual : Even fuch are Dro^atkardes, being fyt for no proHte, 
or commoditie : for oftentiiiaes in theyr droonkennefle they 
know neither themfelves^ nor any body eifc : neither can 
the^r goe, ftande, nor fpeake any thing that pertayneth unto 
reafon : yea, oftentimes they are not alhamed to cralnme up 
their ilomacks, even to vomitting, and qualfe ( out of al 
ineafure ) by Cuppes of affife and meafure : then he which 
cjln get the upperhande, defireth praife of his fowle and ifil- 
thyefauke. But they which delight therein, doe goe about 
wondei^uUy to excufethemfelves, laying; I (hotdde ufe my 
friend but uncurteoufly, if a$ often as I byd him to my houfe. 
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I give him not as many Cuppes as hec would xalt for : ViJic 
let him be no frieqde of thine, which wyll make thee his 
eaemie, & which is enemie both to thee & to himfelfe • 
if thou make bpth thyfetf & another man drODnjCen, thou! 
maifl have that man thy frend for a tyme : but thou 
Aalt have God for thy perpetual enemie. 

Then confider wifely, whether it bee comiftaxmded that 
thou (hoyldeft feparate thy felfe from God, to ioyne ia ' 
league with a Droonkard. 

And to conclude, do thou neither compel any man to 
drink, nor binde any man by oathes to drinke i but leave it 
unto bis clioyfe to drinke as much and as lytle as hee lyfteth: 
that if he wyll i^edes make him felfe droonken, he ma!ye 
periflie alone, and not both of you bee caft away. Let thdb 
vhich bee jncontiheAt and prodigall in bybbing, confider' 
with themf elves, if they bie not to be iudged worfe then 
brute Peaftes: for wheras bfute Beaftes wyll drinke no nfiorc 
then that which (hall fiiffife them, they wyl yet drink fowrc- 
tymes more then behoVeth : and that which might hav6 
fcrvcd to refrefhe theyr bodies three or fowre daycs, witli^ 
rcafonable contentacion, they drive to fpend, and rather to 
caft it away in one daye : yea, woulde to God that onely 
the drinke Were taft aWayy & n6t they themfelve^alfo (hbuldc 
ptriflie : Fut if we efcheW this at any tyme, peradvehtufe 
the Droonkards arc offended, and do murmure againft us* 
Well, chough there want not fuch as wyll be fo offended' at 
us, yetby &3ds grace there wyll be miany which ( hearirig- 
this holefpme counfell ) (hal be delivered from this fo' 
grevolis ail enonhitie & finne : and they alfo which are 
nioVed & aiigrie with fuche as fpeake againft their yoake^ 
fcUbWe, & iemmahe droonkennelTe, and let them geve mee 
liave to pronounce this fentence with open mouth : ThaV 
whofbever delighteth in droonkennelfe. And ^oeth not 
eameftlie repent and' amende the fame, but doth remaine in 
his droonkenneffe, without contrition and reformation, ftiall 
doubtles pcrilhe for ever and ever : for the holy ghoft doeth 
not lye by the holy Apoftle, faying : The Droonkarde's (hall^ 
not enheryt^ the kingdom of God: And therefore as mtuijr 
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)b bee Droonkardes, (hall doo better, not to be offended 
with you, but with themfelves : and let them with the . 
helpe of God, (hake them felves out of the dyrtc of 
dregges, or out of the fylthe of droonkennefle, whiles there 
is yet place ^d time to Jiepent : and make al the hafte that 
they can ( by Gods helpe ) to ryfe againe. For droonk- 
enncffe ( ev^n like unto hell ) whom^foever it over- 
commeth, (unleffe worthy repentaunce do folpw, and amend- 
ment a Ifobeaie it company,) it doeth fo ftoutlie challenge 
then J unto itfelfe, that it fuffreth diem not ( at al) to re- 
turne out of the d^rke pyttc of hellj unto the light pf Cha- 
ritie, or fobrietje. 

Wherefore ( brethren ) whyles I put you in minde of 
thefe thjnges, I doo abfolve and discharge my felfe before 
God : and whofoever contempneth to heare mee, and is 
prone and prompte to bybbing, or wyll fweare & compel 
other men at his banquets to drinke, fhal be guiltie at the 
day of iudgemeftt both for hin^felfe, and for other men: Yea, 
and ( that which is more abhomii^able ) fome of the Clergie 
which ought to forbic) this, doo them ftlves alfo conflxaine 
many to drinks more then i§ expedient for them. Well, let 
them begin tp amend and correct them felves, and dien let 
them chaftife others, that when they come before the Tri- 
bunal feate of Chrift, they encurre not the danger of puniftir 
ment for oth^r mens droonkennefle, b^it rather that they 
may deferve to attaine everlafting rewarde, whyles they 
funende themfelvcs,and caufe^ npt to chaftife & corredt others 
aijfo. 

And this above al things I befeech you, and by the dread- 
ful day of iudgment, I coniure you, that as often as you 
banquette among your felves, you doo baniftie and fpew out 
of your Feafts and meryments, ( even as it were the pojrfon 
of the Pevyl hiimfclfe ) that filthy cuftome, whereby three 
and three doo ufe without all meafure, to drinke eyther 
againft theyr wyls, or at the leaft without any appetite to 
drinke : tor that unhappy and mifchevous cuftome, doth yet 
Imell of the fmoakp of Paganifme : and whofoever ufeth it, 
or fufFretJi it eyther at hhowne table, or any other company, 

f ^wr/, ceafce 
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iei him not doubt, but that he maketh him felfe' a iacrifice 
to the Devyll, fynce therefore procecdcth that not only thci 
body is weakened, but alfo the Soule is thereby wounded and 
flairie : Wherefore, I befeech God of his mercie, that hcf 
vouchfafe to enfpire you with fuch grace, that this fofhame^ 
full and lamentable an evyl and wickedneiSe, oiaye become 
fuch an horrour unto you, as that you fuffer it never to be 
committed, but that you convert that to helpe and refreOi 
the poore,' which (houlde have bene caft away in fupcr- 
fluous droonkcnneffe. And this by the helpe & grace ot 
our Lorde Jefus Chrift, who with the Father and the holy 
ghoft, lyveth and raigneth God, world without ende. Jmefu 

Ihtherto the words of S. Augujlirte, in fuch fort ashee wrote 
thelayde Epyftle: whereunto I meane nowe toadde thisfhorC 
Treatife following, to the fame ende and- purpdfe that the 
fayde Augujline dyd wry te the fame Epyftle : And yet doo 
cx)nfefle atrueth, It is commonly e feene, that as in all afti- 
vities, or common fortes of exercifes, wee ftraine curtfie, and 
refraine to (hewe our cunning, in;imediatly after that any ex* 
cellent man hath dealt in the fame before us : le^ft thereby 
wee might fooner detedl our owne weaknefle, then better & 
amend tlie doings of others : ( yet when Apelks was prefent, 
meaner Painters woulde not preafe to take penfyl in hande : 
neither would Marfias wel vaunt of his gaine in commend- 
ation, by ftriving to warble upon the Harpe, which Apolh 
had erft layde a(yde ) fo it may feeme no leffe wonder, that 
I being a fimple wryter generally, and perticularly ( for Di- 
vinitie ) altogeather unfl^lfuU, woulde prdfume to take pen 
in hande, after fo holy a Father as AuguJ':ney fo profoundly 
ftudied, and fo well adorned with ikyll to cndight, both 
pleafantly, and pythily. 

But for that my purpofe and enterprife is liot to contend 
in cunning, but rather to confent in dodrine, not to ftrive in 
curiofitie> but to agree in uniformitie, nOr* to hunt for per- 
ticular prayfes, but to labour for a generall profite, theifore I 
am bold ( in fo honeft a caufe ) to doo my beft : Befeeching 
thjfReader, neither to regard the unplcafauntnefTe of my Style, 
jaor the nakedneffe of my fimplicitie: but only to confider the 
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.iieceffityof my rcprehenfions, conftraincd by the cxtrcrfiitttr 
:Qff th[s beaftly yke, which 4ugujline in his tyme dyd fa 
iharply rebidce- 

Aiui furely if our compaon cuftome themn praftifed, dyd 
not much more excecde in the fuperlative degree, then the- 
fhortneffe of this hi* Epiftle before rehearfed, doth oiinifter 
4^cafioti of further treatic, I coulde have bene better con- 
tented to have kept fcilence^ then thus to have fowed a 
fatphe of Chamlette, in a garment of Satten : One comfort 
I muft confeffe ) I have conceyved, that I can fpeede no 
tirorfe in this fmall travayle, then a number of learned & 
Godly tciachecs have done before mee. Who calling and 
t^ty'in^ dayly againft this hcDsrriblc, & beaftly cuftome, have 
Xhft deafe eace turned unto their Ipirituall admonitions, and 
&-« Gonftrayned ( with great griefe q£ minde ) to leave this^ 
iWyniftie (brte of jptople, wallowing inthedyrt & myre of 
their moft execrable droonkenneiTe. Such is the very nature 
#tKi prx^ity of firine generally ( but of this Unne efpecially ) 
that where it once getteth the maiftry and upperhand by 
continuall cXiftome, it hardneth the hart, blindeth the eyes, 
amafeth the underftanding, bewitchcth the fences, bc- 
►noometh the membei-s, duUeth the wyts, provoketh unta 
•beaftlynefle, difcourageth from vertuous exercife, maketh 
lovely to feeme lothfome, haftcneth crooked age, foftcreth 
inftrmyties, defyleth the body openly, & woundeth the foulc 
unfctn. 

'This is thatCfVr^, or Medea^ which can MetamorphoTe, & 
transform© men foto ougly mUhapen monfters, yea, the gal- 
iaunteft peeres, vkto fenceleffe Stocks, and mightieft Mo- 
liarkes in.to brute Beaftes. For was not Noah [ Gtenefis 9. j 
( even the chofen fervaunt of God ) through this bcaitly 
Vic«, fo Metamorphofed, that he lay in his Tent uncovered, 
and (hewed thereby the fecreets which ihameaiKl nature for- 
;byd \is to difclofe ? But what puniftiment fell uppon his 
yongeft Sonnes pcrfleritie therefore ? even a perpetual bond- 
age & ferviiude, and in lyke manner, what (houldc wee 
•ccoumpt Loth and his Daughters f Gtenefis 19.] but Beafts, 
^ho in theyr droonkenneiTe, committed abhominable inceil 

in 
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id the fight c^ God? Or what prtvayled unto Samp/im^ 
f Judges 16. ] the marvellous force & ftrength wherewith 
Uod had blefled him, to overcome fo many enemies in bat« 
tayle, ( when wallowing in concupifcence, which is a cofea 
to this lothfome vice ) he bewray&d unto Dalyla the iecreets 
of GkKls mifteriesy and fo became a mocking ftocke unto hb 
enemies? of a mighty Champion, he became a mylkfop^ 
<of a Giant a Gnat, and of a Patrone & defender, a Babe k 
ji weakling, ready to crave defence of others : fuffering his 

2es to be plucked out of his head, and his body to be led 
out as a common ikomeand paftimeforthe Pbilifiines. 

Halofernei, [ Judith 12, 13, 14. J in all the pompe of hk 
pride, and in the very middeft of his huge boaft^ and armie, 
( being brought droonk a bed ) left his head in pawne with 
thofe whome he thought to have fubdued, & fo dtfcomforc^ 
his fouldiors by the loddaine terror of his death, that the 
poore Cittizens oiBetbulta^ ( whofc people they earft deter- 
mined to have devowred ) could nowe boldly yffuc out of 
iheir walles, & put them to (hameful flight and flaughter : 
O wonderful exchange, the ftoute Chaptaine which m his 
pwne blynde imaginadon, thought hymfelfe ftrong enough^ 
.( with his hofle ) to have fubdewed the whole world, was 
^ thnough die fhamefull defed of this beaftly vyx:e ) con- 
quered m the middeil of all his force by one weake womans 
, faande : I mi^t reheaife fundry famous examples out of 
the hoily fcripturc, fufficient to terrifie and withdraw any 
Chriflian mind, from this horrible and beafUy abhomination. 

But as I have partly begonne with the bdft & principal 
authority, k> wyl I yet recite fome examples out of Heathen 
Audthdrs, who wrote of the ages palled, and then xxNnfc- 
quently defcend unto our owne age prefent : in which tkis 
enormity doth fo farre exceede that ( if dead men m^ht be 
rcalled againe ) the Forefathers (hould not want fufficient 
caufe to wonder at our impudencie, who having not the 
doked excufe of ignoraunce, and lacke of infbriabn, which 
the Heathen might ( after a fort ) aledge in defence x£ their 
defeds, are not alhamed to pmceede, & to furpafie all ages, 
in Co lothfome and beaftly a tranfgreffion : whereas in all 
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Morall vermes, we can nevertheteflc be content to cfomis^ 
farre behind them. 

Alexander the Macedonian ^ who by his valiaunce & prow- 
cffe, in lefle then twelve yeeres, conquered & fubdued, Illiria^ 
• now called ^y/^'z/ow/ J, the Cittie oi I'hebes, with the Terri- 
tories and Countreyes adioyning : yea al Greece ^ Jfia, Perjia, 
and J«rfi^, with the Eaft parts of the whole world: being 
fetled in peaceable pofleffion of his dominions, gav^ hin>- 
felfe over unto vanity & pleafures, and at the laft to exceffive 
droonkennelfe : whereby hee became fo odious unto his 
people generally, that they privily confpired his death, & ex- 
jecuted the fame : So that they liaving refpedt to the excel- 
lencie of his lingulcr vertues, and therewithall wcying that 
his overthrowe came chiefly by this deteftable vice ; I 
•can not better terme him then a mighty man transfounned 
into a brute Beaft. 

Apitius not contented to diftemper his owne body conti* 
iiually with wine & delicate fare, and after much & great con- 
sumption thereof, to find an hole in his bags, as bigge as five 
hundreth fowre fcore & three thoufand, fifty and fowre pounds 
fterlings, did yet infeft the whole City oi Rome ^ with poifon 
, of the fame abomination : which in times paft had bene a 
perfedt Myrror of temperance to other Nations : but in the 
cnde he beaftly & ntoft ungodly, dyd wilfully drink poyfon, 
and deftroyed himfelf, fearing left the remnant, of his fub-. 
ftaunce would not minifter fufficiently unto the plot forme or 
foundation which he had layd in this abhominable bybbing, 
banquetting, & qvraffing, and what (hall I name this man, 
but a beaftly Metatnorphofer, both of himfelf & ofothers ? - 

Lucutlus B, famous Romane, both for learning and Ikyl in 
^Martial feats, after a nombcr of great vidories, & exceding 
Fame got by temperaunce in iuftice, and poUitique govern- 
ment, dyd geve him felfe over unto fuch an Epicures^ lyfe, 
and foonke (o deepe into the gulfe of this odipus enormity, 
that in th' end he loft his wyts and memory, & with all his 
fubftaunce was lyke a chylde, committed unto the charge & 
4ire4tioa of others : and was not this a playne Mctam^rphojis? 

- . What 
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Whatftiouldl rchcarfethe HiRxxicso^LuciusFerus, Marcus 
B'tbulus, Sergiuij and fundry other Romaines ? who wallowing 
and delyghdng in this b^ftly vice, Metamorphofed them- 
felvesmcft monftrufly. 

For we muft not thinke that the auncient Poettes in theyr 
moft famous works, dyd dyjedly meane as the lytterall text 
of theyr Fables do import : but they dyd Clarkly in figures,^ 
fct before us fundry tales, which ( being wei marked ) might 
fenre as examples, to terrific the pofteritie froni felling inta 
fundry vanities, and peftilent niifgovernments: and therupoa 
they, feigned that Medea, Circe, and fuch other coulde Meta- 
iporphofe & transforme men into Beaftes, Byrdes, Plantes, 
aad Flowres : meaning thereby, that whofoever is fo blinded 
in fenfu^lityf that forgetting his intelledluall reafons, & the 
better part of his undei-ftanding, he follow the appetite and 
cpncupifcence of nature, he Ihal without doubt transforme 
him fclf, or b^ transformed from a man to a Bcaft, &c. For 
what greater imperfedion can we allcdge in the moft brute 
ftnd favage BeaAs, than to follow fenfuall appetyte, unto al 
vaine appar^unce of delyghtes ? Nay, rather we muft con- 
f(?flc that Beafts doo by a natural enftindle obferve a certainc 
mediocritie, in many thinges whiche doo by extremitie turnc 
into vice : The Beafts and Cattell, with Fowles, Fifties, and 
other (uch creatures, voyde of reafon : doo ydt covet or defyre 
the afte of generation, but onely at certaine times prefixed, 
when nature doth thereunto kindle and provoke them. But 
men who challenge a perfedtion above all other creatures, doo 
beaftly and more then beaftly,andabhominably delight there- 
in, (naye, provoke & pamper the dayly excefle therof ) to 
theweakning of their bodies, offending of their devout & 
wel difpofed brethren, & high difpleafing of almighty God. 
The Beafts, &c. never or feldome do lurcharge theyr fto- 
macke with more meate then they maye welle dilgeft, but 
men doo cramme them felves with Gates, untyll they be con- 
ftrained to vomitte : Beaftes, when they are ftirred or pro- 
voked to wrath and angre, doo yet prefently pafle over the 
mallice, without entent of revenge : But men can reteyne a 
mallice, yeer^s & ages : whereby the deftrudlion of fundry 
yrojjhy famyliies hath enfuedr And now to touch our pur- 
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pofc more perticularly : Beafts are fatisfied with drinkitfg 
oacc 6r twife a day at ordinary and accuftomed howrqs, but 
men are not afhamed to fyt bybbing, quaffing, and toflmg of 
pottes, whole daies and nyghtes : So that a iuft accdumf»t of 
thdr lyves being called, they maye feeme eyther borne to 
do none other thing, or elfe to have fo guilty mifpent their 
time, that the moft brute and fenceles B^ftes, are able toac-^ 
cufe them of fundry huge enormities. By thefe and* fundry 
oth^ reafons, I thought not impertynent to name this deteft- 
able vice of droonkenneffe, the Circe or Medea, which Metal- 
tnorphofeth, & transfourmcth men into moft ougly and mon- 
ftrom fliapes' 8r proporcions : wherof I have brought foorth 
fotoe examples out of holy fcriptures, and others fome out cf 
the Heathen Au&hors, which wrote the fades and govern* 
iriences of the famous Romaines. But now if we' confider dvit 
own age (yeaourowne Nation) the verye chiefe caufe which 
made me prefume to adde this fmal treatife, unto the Epidfe^ 
of & ^ftrj:fj/8i«r, we (hal find by too true experience, that \^c 
doo fo much exceede al thofe that have gone before us, that 
if they might feeme as men transformed into Beafts, we 
flial rather appeare as Beafts miftiapen & chaunged into 
Dcvyls-. And m this accufation, I doonotonely fummonthe 
Oermaines ( who of auncient tyme have beerie the contitiuaJ 
Wardens of the Droonkards fratemitye and corporatibnv )* * 
but I would alfo cyte to appeare bur newfangled £ngfy(he 
men, which thinke fkome to leave any newe fafliion ( fo' 
that it be evyll ) untryed or unfoUoWed; For now a dsifti 
what Marchaunt, what Artificer, nay, what botcher, or 
boongler, in any occiipatiort, can be contented to* envite his* 
friende to dynner, or uipper, unleffe he doo his* beft, to geve 
him a Cup of Magis (as they terme it) and beguile both the 
Coffer of their ftore, and the treafure of theyr foule, with* 
counterfeyte names to cloake theyr beaftly inventions : 
Wherin I note the vyce fo much the more daungeroUs^ fince 
they cannot denye, that they are dayly thereof both adnich- 
nifhed and reproved by fundry learned & godly Teacheis* 
and Preachers : who painfiiUy and zealoufly doo exhort 
ihcm from this Quaffing, Canowfing, and toffing of Pots. 

But 
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But what amendment followcth in many of us? furely 1 
tremble to wryte it, and it greeveth mee fufficiently to thmke 
theroDy that in fteede of mormation, they icofie and taunt 
amoh^ them felves, in theyr banquets, laying : Friendes 
Wi are forbidden .txr^affe^ or to Carowfir ^*^ therfore let us 
nfenone otberdrynkingjmt a barty draught : And having thus (in 
theyr owne firantike imaginations ) cloaked theyr devylliflie 
& damnable intent, they proceede untyll this new tounde 
hacty draught, bee found five tymes wone then theyr fonner 
Quaffing u Carowfing: O grofle blindnefle of harte: can 
impudent men thinke fo to deceyve the almightye God, 
which feeth the fecreets of al harts ? no furely , For bee wbicb 
iweUetb in heaven JhaU laugh them tofcorne: yea^ the horde Jhall 
vexe them in his fore difpleafure. (^ t^Gd. 2. ] Let us but con- 
fider this one thing: in what avyll Realme or dominion, 
where the people are taught and exercifed in the com^ 
mandementes and counfels of God ( iJ^ngland onely ex«> 
cepted ) ihaH we fee the unthriftye Artificer, or the labourer, 

Permitted to fyt bybbing and drinking of Wine in everv 
["aveme? or what woman (even amongd the droonken A^ 
maines) is fuffired to followe her Hufbande unto the Alehoufe 
or Bemhoufe? But it were folly to Hand fo much upon 
diefe meane perfonages, who tor lacke of wytte Or good 
education, maye ealily be enclyned tp thinges undecent* 
I would (rar God) that our gentne, and the better fort of our 
peopIC} were not fo much acquainted with Quaffing, Ca-? 
lorang, and drinking of haity draughtes, at many mery con* 
Tentions : would Goa that we learned not (by the foreleaders 
bebrcDamyed) to charge and coniure each other unto the 
pledge, by the name of fuch as we mod honour and have in 
eflimadon: Beforyour Maijlrejje and my beloved Wife^ pledge 
mi this cuff uU^ ^c. 

Ah hs, we £ngli(he men can mocke & fcoffe at all 
Countreyes for theyr defeftes, but before they have many 
tiom muftred before us, we^can learne by lytle and lytle to 
ciceede and paffe them al, in all that which (at firft fight) 
we accoumpted both vyle and vyllanous : The Spanijh cod- 
pecce on the beljye : the ItaUyan wafte under the hanch bones: 

D the 
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the French Ruffes: the Pohnian Hofe: the Dutch Jerkin i 
and the Turkic Bonnet : all thefc at the firft we defpifed, & 
bad in derifiom But inunediatly (Mutate opinione) we doo 
not onclyc jrctcync them, but we do fo farre exceede* them : 
that of a Stanijh Codpeccc, we iriakd zfi Enjglifti footeball i 
cf an J/tf/^a»waft,ahEngli(h'Petycoate: of a French ruffe, 
«i Englim Chyttcrling: of a Pohnian Hofe, an Ehglifti 
bowgette: ofa2)«/^)& Jerkcn,an olde Englifh Habf^rgeohe, 
ahd of a ?irri/> bonnet, a Copentank' fpr'Cii/^i&jj: In lyke 
manner we were woorit ( in tymes paft) to conteippne and 
tondempne the Jlmaines and other of the low Countreyes, for 
thcyr bwftly drinking and quaffing. But nowe' a dayes (al- 
though we ufe it not day ly lyke them, for it fecmesthat they 
are naturally cnclyned unto that vyce) yet,when we doo make 
baCnquets and merymentes, as wee termc them, we furjiaflc 
them very farre : and fmall difference is founde betwixt us 
and them, but only that they ( by a cuftome rooted amongft 
them, & become next Gofen to nature as beforefayd) doo 
dayly wallow in a grofft: maner of beaftlines, &' we think to 
cloake the fihhincffe therof by a more honorable folemnitye, 
& by the cleanly tytle of curtcfie. The Jlmaines with their 
fmal Rcniih wine are contented : or rather then faile a cup of 
Becre may entreatethem to ftbupe : But w^ muft have March 
bcere, dooble dooble*^ Beere, Dagger Ale, Bragget, Renifh 
wine. White wine, \l?rench wine, Uafcoype wine. Sack, Hoi- 
locke, Canaria wine, Vino greco: Finum amabile, & al the 
^ines that may be gotten : Yea wine of it felfc is not fuf- 
ficient, but Su^er, Limons, & fundry fortes of Spices, miift 
be drowned therin. To minift^r mater unto our vaine de- 
lights & to beguile our fdves with the baite which dronken- 
nfcffe doth therein lay for us. And all this muft be covered 
with the cleanlye name of curtefy, & friendly ei^tertainment. 

But geve mee leave ( Droonkards) to alke you this 
queftion, if by this curtefy, and friendly entertainement of 
yours, a friend which is conftrayned thus to pledge you, doo • 
chance to fuifeyte, & to fal ^ereby into fuch diftemper, that 

; • ■ he

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he tlyc thereof: what kind of curtefie (hall wc then iccoumpC 
it^ QT what friendfliip can be found in fuchentertaimnent? 
yea> if he efcape furfeyting or daungjer of death, ( which is 
feldome avoyded in them that ufe dnnkiiig unm(»fiirably) 
yet if his former good fame & credyte be thereby fo much 
touched, that his graved friends take iuil occafion to ire* 
prehend him^ & to withdrawe theyr good iDryk firom Kim : 
mall hee not have iuftcaufe to condempne this €urtefy at 
counter&yt, and curie this feyned friendship ? At the 1^^ . 
though his worldly friendes wynke^ and lemporall deatk 
fbrbeare him a whyle^ let him yet not thinke to efcape the 
iuil iudgement of God, who punifheth the abhommatioi^ 
of iniquitie, unto the third & towrth generation^ And in 
thefe three poynts, effjecially have I conudred the enormity of 
this finne : For that it weakenetfa and endaungereth mans^ 
body dayly, it impayreth his credite openly, and woundcth 
his Joule fecreetly. So that for mine owne perticular opinion, 
I could wjrfiie that (Italian or Spaniard ]xkc) we dyd alto- 
gether baniflie from our banquets, the conmipn curtcfy of, 
drinking one to another at all : not that I would feeme there- 
by to condempne it (of it felfe) if it be but tettiperately 
ufed, but becaufe I finde that the pleafauntnefleof tile drinke,. 
and the infirmity of our xiature doo beget one draught upon 
another, Co that beginning with curtefie, we ende with mad* 
nefle and beaftlyneCe. And well wrote hee which fayd, thatT* 
the firft Cuppe quenched thyrft, the fecomde etiduced 
myrth, and rejoyfing in hart, the thyrd voluptuoufnelTe, the 
fowrth droonkenneue, the fifth wrathfulnefle, the fvxt con- 
tencioufneire,'thefeventh furioufneffe, the eyght fluggifh-. 
nefle, and the nynth, extremitie of fycknefle. But with us, 
nyne draughts : yea, nyneteene draughts : nay, (bmtime nine ; 
& twenty doo not fuffice. And whereas the Forefethers gave 
no further.warrant, then for the fecond draught, and feemed. 
to thinke that (pafling further then that) concupifcence. 
fhaight waies crept in, we ar not aba(hed to breake their 
boundes, & make conciipifcenfe but a tryfling feult in com- 
parifon of our beaftly excefle. For fyrft to fpeake of fick- 

nejOfe 
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nefle and ixifyrmitles^ what knoweth he which taketh the 
Cup in hand to drink unto another, whether he have as much 
delyght to {dedgp, as he hath to drinke unto him ? or whe- 
ther the conftitution of his body, wyll fo well awaye with ex- 
ccffivc drynking, as his owne wyll ? then muft it follow, that 
if the Pledger be not of lyke difpofition, the Bryncber is^ 
guyltie of alluring unto finne : 

* And if he were as forwardly difpofed as hee, yet at the 
leafthee muft bee guyltie in ftyrring him to continuaunce there- 
of: In lyke manner, if the Pledger bee iiiwardlie ficke, or have 
fomc infyrmitie; whereby too much drinke (or drynking, 
50|pfaen nature docfh not defy re it) doo empayre his health, 
itad fliorten his lyfe, then doeth the Bryncher feeme to bee 
guyltie of his death : Yea, though he bee of a luftye dyfpo- 
ution and conftitution of body, ( confidering the fundrie 
fickndfcs which growe uppon furfeytes) the Bryncher doth 
aC the leaft, put a naked Sworde in a mad mannes hande : 
and is culpable both qf his owne tranfgreffion, and of his fel- 
lo^ve8 fauke: this is then one braunche of this droonken 
curteiie* 

But to fpeake of empayring the credite both of himfelfcj 
and his companion, what greater (hame can bee ftiewed, then 
to weaken reafon and underftanding, which are the pryh- 
cipallg}'ftes that wereceyveofGod? to leefe the power, to 
guydc or governe our handes? feete? tongue? and other 
members, whiche are lent us of God, to lerve.him with 
honour? to bleare our eyes? puffe up our face? and to 
caftour heayre? which are the omamentes of nature, to bee 
ufed unto the glorye of our creatour? to buylde akingdome 
for lufl: and concupifcence ? to chafe vertue from our com- 
pany? tpbewraye fecreetes? to become our enemies iefting; 
fiocke, and oUrfriendes caufe of lamentation ? to ronne head* 
long into every peryll, to begyn lyke Apes, & to cnde lyke 
Afles? to gcve occafion of ftrife lyke wrathfuU Boares, and 
to yeelde unto the flaughter lyke weaklings and Calves ? 
To omclude, I Jiiiowe nothing that maye more impayrc 
man& credite, then of a reafonable foule to become a brute 

& 
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k fenceles Beall: and this is the fecond braunche of this 
curtefie & friendfhip which we ufe in drynking and (faff- 
ing: Nowe finally to prove that it woundeth mans {biue, i% 
evident, in that almighty God hath as well by his Prophets^ 
as alfo by his Apoftles^ (6 often and fo manifoldly reproved 
& forbydden the fame. And we muft fyrmely beleeve, that 
whofocverdoth wyttingly tranfgreffe the counfels or com- 
mandements of almighty God^ conteined in his holy word, 
doth manifeftly wound and hurt his own foule : in that he 
doth aggrevate his original imperfedbions, & render himfelfe 
more and more culpable of Gods iudgementes. For the 
Prophet Efai in his towrth Chap : hath thefe words : fFo b$ 
unto them tiat tyfe up early to Jolow droonkennejfe : now thia. 
irord (ff^o) in the holy Scriptures is commonly taken for a 
greevous curfe and threatning : but the Prophet doth pro- 
ceede more plainly, faying : In their feqftes are Harps and 
Lntis, Tabrets, Pipes y 6f wine: but they regard not the L»rdp 
and confider not the operation of his handes: therefore commetk 
fny folke unio captivity y becauje they have none underftandingi 
tbelr gUny is famijhed with hunger, and their ntultytude (or 
plenty e) dried up with thyrjl: therfore gapeth hell ( fayth he) 
and openeth hir mouth marvailous wyde, that their glory y mul- 
titude^ and wealthy with fuch as reioyce therein, may defcend 
into it: And againe in his xxviii. Chapt. fpeaking of the . 
prowde Pdtcftateis, he fayth: fTo bee unto the crowne of pryde^ 
even unto the Xroomken people ofEphraim, zvhofe great pompe is 
as a Jhwrey &c. And fpeaking agalnft falfe Judges and 
TeacherSj he fayth : They are out of the way^ by reafon ofwine^ 
yea, fatre out of the waycy through flrong drinke.

mennes chyldren: The Prophcte Amos in the fixt Chapter^ 
reproving the Princes of Ifraelly for wallowing in vaync dc-* 
Ivghtes, reckcneth up the abhomination of ia Droonkard in 
mefe words : They drinke wine in Bowles ( fayth he ) and An- 
noynt themfelves with chiefe oyntmennts, but ho man is forte 
for the affliSidn of Joseph. Micheas alfo in his feconde 
Chapter, taunting and reprooving the chyldiftineflc, and ig- 
horaunceof the people, layth: If a man lye falfely^ faying^ I 
ixjyll pr^phefie to thee of wine ^ andflrong drinke ^ that were a 
meete Prophet for this people. 

And the Prophete Jbacuc in his feconde Chapter, fccmeth 
/to ioyne the prowde man and the Droonkard together, 
^here he fayeth : Tea in deede the prowde man, is as bee that 
tranfgrejfeth by wine, therefore Jhall he not endure: becaufe hee 
hath enlarged his dejyre as the hell, and is as death : And ia 
the end of the fame Chapter he fayeth : fToo bee unto him * 
that geveth his neyghbour drinke : thou ioyneft thy tage, and 
makeft him droonken alfo, that thou mayft fee theyr privities: 
thou artefylled withfhamey for glorie : drinke thou alf; and 
bee made naked, the Cuppe •f the hordes right hande,fhall be 
turned unto thee^ andjhamefullfpewingfhal be for thy glorie. 

But to conclude this propofition, although I mycht heere 
alledgc, very many other textes of holy Scriptures, which doo 
cxpreffedly reprove this lothfome abhomination, I thinke it 
fufficient to recyte the wordes of Paule, in tfie fixt Chapter 
of his fyrft Epiftle to the Corinthians, where ( amongfte fun- 
drye other vyces) hee pronounceth playne fentence againll 
Droonkardes, faying : ^ hat' they fhall not inheryte the king* 
dome of God: And mhisfyfth Chapter to th« Galathians, 
and to the Ephefians , hee rejpeateth ( in manner^ the felfc 
fame wordes. This is then the ihyrdc branche of the fruices 
which grow by this beaftly"vyce,€venthe wrath of God, an^ 
lolfe of the heavenly habitation. Nowe if thefe authorities^ 
examples, counfels, ind coramandements, feeme not fiif- 
ficient to terrifye us from falling into this fwynifh and filthyc 

abho- 
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ibhomination, I can doo no more, but praye unto God, that 
^me better learned, and more eloquent then I, maye (by af* 
fifbuiceof his holy fpyrite ) be made able to fet downe fuch 
f hoUbme leflbns for the avoyding thereof, that the excefle 
fend cuftome of the fame, ma) e generallye throughout dlr 
Chiiftendome, and efpecially heere in England, be rdformecL 
And the plagues and puni(hmentes by him threatened ^d 
pronounced (by his clemency and mercy) may be with- 
jiniwne and remytted: So^that in^all cleanefle and putcnefle 
of hart, we rnaye praife his name: To whome widi the 
Sonne and the holy Ghoft, bee all dominion, power and 
^ory, nowc and for ever. So bee it.

Compofed by John Dow- 
land, Batchelor of Mufick, and biitanift unto the 
moft famous Chriftian the IVth. by the Grace of God, 
king of Denjiiark, Norway, &c/' The entry is 
dated July i6, 1600. 

The verfes in Peacham's Minerva, P. 74, (re- 
printed in the Appendix to Tbe Sad Shepherd) on the 
negleA into which Dowland had fallen, muft have 
preceded his being raifed above it, by his appointr 
ment to the king of Denmark's fervice, with whom 
he went to Denmark, and there died : which brings 
the matter in queftion fo near toSpenfer's time, that, 
allowing for thdfc who complimented the Author of 
the Minerva with verfes on it, to have read it in jMS. 
the preparing of above. two hundred cuts; and other 
neceffary or accidental delays before the publicatioh; 
(during which time the verfes on the Stuart family 
might have been prudently ^dded) it certainly muft 
be grantdd that it is foffible for the -Vision to have 
been Spenfer^s. 

Thirdly, as to the probability^ that, I conceive, 
muft depend on the internal eyidencfe, i. e* the ycrfes 
themfelves ; and I think whoever ftiall be pleafed to 
compare this Vifian with Spqiifer*s,RuiNEs of Time 
(thefirftpoemintheCoUeftion called Complaints), 
and with his Fowre Hymnes, 4to. 1596, for^the 
conftnidlion of the ftanzain each, and the fimilarity 
of thought and exprelTion in the firft fix ftanzas of the 
former, will alfo grant that I have no flight reafons 
formy fuppofition. To prevent the trouble of re- 
ferring, the following parallels are brought into one 
point of view.

in his youth he acted Bellaniente^ mLo'Ce's Cruelty ^ which Part he re- 
tained after the reftoraiion. 

Burt was a Boy or Apprentice to Shanke**, and acted in his youth 
Women's Parts; this feems to h^ve been the Practice of the old 
Actors to initiate their Apprentices iii Women's Characters. 

Langbaine fpeaks of Lacy\ as of the moft perfect Comic Actor of 
his time ; he was one of the Recruits which they engaged in the 
King's Company, for there is no trace of his having ever acted be- 
fore the Reiloration. Rewrote three Plays and died about the year

I muft not omit to mention the Parts in feveral Plays of 
fome of the Adors ; wherein they excelled in the performance- 
of them. Firft, Afr. Hart, in the Part oi Arbaces^ in King and 
no J^ing; Amintor^ in the Maids Tragedy; Othello; RgUoi 
Brutus y in Julius Caefar; Alexamier; towards the latter end 
of his Afting, if he afted in any one of thefe but once in a 
fprtnight, the houfe was filled as at a new play, efpecially 
Alexan,^r; he ading that with fuch grandeur and agreeable 
Majefty, that one of the Court was pleafed to honour him 
wif^h this commendaiibn ; that Hart might teach any King 
ojpL earth how to, comport himfelf §.

JVildblood^ in the Mock Aftrologer; with fundry other Parts, 
In all the Comedies and Tragedies he was conciem'd [ in J^ 
he performed with that exadnefs and perfedion, that riot 
any of his fucceffors have equalled him. 

Major Mobun, he was eminent for Folpone; Face,- in the 
Alchemift; Melantius^ in the Maid^s Tragedy; MardoniuSj in 
King and no King; CaJJius, in Julius Csefar; Clytus, in 
Alexander; MithridateSy &c.

and one Boy (Sal. Pavy), who died in his thirteenth year, was fo 
admirable an Actor of Old Men, that Ben Jonfon, in his elegjmt 
epitaph on him, fays the Fcttes thought him one, and therefore ait 
his thread of life.

Sir fVtlliam^ in order 
to prepare PUys to open hi* Theatre, it being then a building 
in Lincoln'$-lnri- Fields, rehearfed the Firft and Second Part 
bf the Sicg-^ of Rhodes; and the fVits 2it Apothecaries-Hall: 
and in Spring 1662, opened his Houfe with the faid Plays, 
iaving new Scenes and Decorations, being the firft that e'er 
Were introdueed.in England*. 

Mr. Betterton aAed Solyman the Magnificent; Mr. Harris^ 
Jtlphonfo; Mr. LilliJioHy Filler ius^ the Grand Mafter; Mr. 
Blagden^ the Admiral; Mrs. Davenport, Roxolana; Mrs, 
SaunderfoHy lanthe : All Parts being juftly and excellently 
performed, it continued afting 12 days without interruption 
with great applaufe. 

The next was The Wits, a Comedy writ by Sir William

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This creature being ftriftly virtuous, (which is fery 
rare in her caUing •; or, if you pleafe, wonderfully 
obftinate, proudly rejefted the addreffes and prcfents 
of the Earl oi Oxford. This unexpeded refiftance 
inflaming his paffion, he had recourfe to inveftives, 
and even to fpells : and all in vain. He could nei- 
•ther cat nor drink upon it : which, however, was no 
greac matter for him ; but, what's more, his paflion 
grew fo violent, that he could neither play nor fmoke. 
In this extremity Love had recourfe to Hymen. The 
Earl of Oxford^ who is firft peer of the realm, is, you 
know, a portly man, and his Garter does not a little 
heighten his noble air. In fhort, to all outward ap- 
pearance, one would take him to be Ibmething : but, 
if you heat him talk, you'll find there's nothing in 
him. This paflionate lover having offered her a 
promife of marriage fign'd with his own hand, in 
due form, (he would not give into this expedient :

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The following. Memoirs, publiflicd a few years fincc 
in a fugitive Mifcellany, are not unworthy of pre- 
fervation. 

Memoirs of Nell Gwynn, the celebrated Miftrefs of 
Charles II. 

Ellen Gwtnn, or Guyn, fo far as appears 
to us from all accounts hitherto known, had no edu. 
cation at all. What we learn of her is, that fhe was 
born in a night-cellar (State Poems) fold fifh about 
the ftreets, rambled from tavern to tavern, entertain- 
ing the company after dinner and fupper with fongs 
(her voice being very agreeable) ; was next taken 
into the houfe of Madam Rofs, a noted courtezan ; 
admitted afterwards into the theatre-royal as early as 
the year 1 667 ; (fee the drama of the Maiden Queen, 
and others of Dryden's plays fov ten years fucceflive- 
ly) was miftrefs both to Hart and Lacey, twp famous 
aftors (State Poems) and kept by Buckhurft (fee a 
note in Boyer's tranflation of Grammont's Memoirs, 
which Mr. Dryden told Boyer) if 1 miftake not, 
whom Charles the Second fent on a fleevelefs errand 
to France, in order to pave his approach to her. 
From that period flie began to be pretty well known, 
and is mentioned by Burnet and other hiftorians. 
Memoirs may be found concerning her in the fol- 
lowing books, and many others : Ant. Wood's Ath. 
Oxon. Memoirs de la Cour d'Angleterre par Madame 
pumois, and Memoirs de U Vie du Compte Gram» 
mant, Englilh tranflation. 

As this giddy and diffipaf ed creature gave rife to , 
9, nobk and moft worthy fan^ily, one would have 
nothing devifed againft her by way of romance; Ihe 
had fome very good qualities to contraft againft her 
bad education and vicious habits. 

Without j)roofs and citations, one can pay but 
li proportionable regard to many fafts reported of 
her in a late pamphlet, which is certainly well writ- 
ten ; ncverthcfcfs, many aflfertions there clafti with 
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accounts better known, and offend againft proba- 
bility. 

As (he entered on the ftage about the year 1667, 
I cannot well fee how (he could apply to Bettcrton at 
that time, as a fort of proteftor ; fince Bctterton then, 
far from being a manager, or having any confiderar 
ble intereft in the play-houfe, had hardly paflTed his 
theatrical noviciate ; having firft played in the year 
1659, when he was apprentice to Mr. Rhodes, book' 
feller, at thefignof the Ihip, Charing-crofs, and under 
his matter's direction, who had a (hare in the patent, 
accompanied by Mr.Kynafton, his fellow-apprentice, 
who played the women's parts, and Mr. Betrerton 
thofe of the men. Sir William Davenant mufl: have 
been the perfon applied to, who was then patentee at 
the King's houfe. Betterton was thea a mere youth, 
^nd jufl making his fortune, under the adtors of the 
old (lock; fuch as Angel, Cademan, and others, who 
were the remnants of Black-friars, and who vani(hed 
almoft entirely about the year 1665; whether through 
chagrin or accident, cannot now be afcertained. 
What concludes ftronger is, that Betterton left the 
theatre-royal, and adted at the Duke's before and at 
the time when Nelly appeared on the former (tagc. 

Behold another fecming contradiction in theatrical 
chronology : Nelly's amiable lover is laid to be the 
perfon who afted Creon ; which, by the way, was 
Sandford, a man of a remarkable hard vifage, de- 
formed, and who had the air of an aflfaffin. More- 
over, this event is fuppofed to happen before Nelly 
came upon the ftage, 1667 ; and QEdipus was not 
reprefrated till about the year 1677, long; after (he 
was the King's miftrefs; nay, it may be queried if 
flie afted fo late as the year 1677. 

It no ways appears that Lord Rochefter was ever 
jenamoured of her. Mrs. Barry was his pafEon, and 
Ml s. Bowtel antecedently to Mrs. Barry, at the time 
vbep Mrs, Qwynn trod the ftage j and as to the 
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King's never feeing her till at a certain nobleman's 
houCe, It is well known that he had feen her uninter- 
r^iptedly on the ftage from 1667 till abowt 1671, and 
fell in love with her on her fpeaking the epilogue of 
Tyrannic Love, which feems to have been written by 
Dryden on purpofe. 'Tis doubtful too if flie ever 
played at Dorfet-garden. 

Nelly was highly favoured by Dryden. For many 
years he gave her the moft (howy and fmtaftic parts 
m his comedies. It looks as if he played her at the 
Monarchforaconfiderabletime; fmce,not tomention 
the epilogue laftfpoken of, he wrote on purpofe forher 
an equally whimficalandfpirited prologue, prefixed, I 
think, to Aureng-zebe. At the other houfe (viz. the 
Duke's, under Killegrew's patent) Nokes had ap- 
peared in a hat larger than Piftors, which gave the 
town wonderful delight, and fupported a bad play by 
its pure effeft (perhaps Mamamouehi ; or, the Citizen 
turned Gentleman; a comedy, by Ravenfcroft.) 
Dry deft-, piqued at this, caufed a hat to be made the 
circumference of a hinder coach-wheel, and as Nelly 
was lowof ftature, and what the French call mignonne 
iff piquantej he made her fpeak under the umbrella of 
that hat, the brims thereof being fpread out horizon- 
tally to their full extenfion. The whole theatre was 
in a convulfion of applaufe ; nay, the very aclors 
giggled, a circumftance none had obferved before. 
Judge, therefore, what a condition the merrieji Prince 
alive was in at fuch a conjunfture. 'Twas beyond 
odfo and odsfijh^ for he wo^ated little of being fufFo- 
cated with laughter. 

In a word, Madam Ellen (as the drama often ftyles her 
after (he was declared the King's miflrefs) hadno great 
turn for tragedy, nor do I recoiled: her in any part of 
moment but that of Valeria in Tyrannic Love, to 
which Dryden raifed her partly through partiality, 
and partly as it was neceffary forher to die in that play 
in order to rife and fpeak the epilogue. In comedy fhe 
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was more excellent : neverthelefs, fhe muft not bCj 
ranked as an aftrefs with the Quins, Davenports^ 
Marfhalls, Bowtels, Bettertons, and l^^cSf dujiecle 
(Tor de Charles 11. which held in its high luftrc from 
1665 to 1678. But of what the French call enjoue^ 
(he was a complete miftrefs ; airy, fantaftic, coquet, 
fprightly, Tinging, dancing ; ma^ie for flight {howy 
parts, and filling them up, as far as they went, moft 
effectually ; witnefs Florimei, in the Maiden Qiiecn 
(to whith (he fpoke the epilogue) Jacinta,. in the 
Mock Aftrologer, &c. 

It is highly probable that Madam Ellen might 
have made a more decent figure in life, had her birth 
been fortunate and her education good. A feminary 
like the ftreets and cellars of London is infinitely 
worfe than crawling in woods and converfing with 
favages. We make this remark, becaufe (he^ poC- 
felied many good qualities, which no human difadj 
vantages could quite deftroy. She had no avarice ; 
when her power encreafed, flic ferved all her theatrir 
cal friends. She fhewed particular gratitude to Dry- 
den ; and valued eminent writers, as L-ee, Otway, 
&c. She was almoft the only miftrefs of the King 
who was guilty of no infidelity towards him ; nor did 
flie relapfc after his deceafe Endued with natural 
fagacity and \vit, flie made no ill ufe of them at court, 
paid no attention to minifters, nor ever afted as their 
creature. Her charities were rem.arkable; and, what 
was Angular, fhe piqued herfelf on a regard for the 
church of England, contrary to the genius of the 
then court*. 

Once as fhe was driving up Ludgate-hill, in a fu- 
perb coach, fomc bailiffs were hurrying a clergyman 
to prifon, Ihe ftoppcd, fent for the perfons whom the 

* When Crom-iVeIl*s tall Porter, Daniel, was in Bedlam, and 
had his library allowed him, it is faid that the moil conipiciious 
part of his bcoks was a large bible, given him by Nell Gwynn. 
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clergyman mentioned as atteftatdrs to his charader, 
and finding the account a juft fubjeft for pity, paid 
his debt inllantly, and procured him a preferment. 

She was the moft popular of all the King's miftref- 
fes, and moft acceptable to the nation^ An eminent 
goldfmith, who died about fifteen years ago, in the 
leventy-ninth year of his age, allured me, that when 
he was an apprentice, his matter made a moft cxpen- 
five fervice of plate (the King's prefent) for the 

DuchefSiOf P • He remembered welithat an 

infinite concourfe of people crouded to the ftiop out 
of mere curiofity ; that they threw out a thoufand ill 
wiflies againft the Duchefs, and wiflied the filver was 
melted and poured down her throat ; but faid it was 
ten thoufand pities his Majefty had not beftowed this 
bounty on Madam tllen. 

Her pidure, painted by Lely and others, pro- 
nounce her to be very handfome, though low in fta- 
ture and red-haired : there is a buft of h^^r now to be 
fcen at Bagnigge- wells, which, though coarfely exe- 
cuted, (hews her to be what the French call en ban 
point. This place was formerly one of her country- 
houfes, where the King and Duke of York frequently 
vifited, and where ftie often entertained them with 
concerts, breakfafts, &c. 

While the foregoing account of Nell Gwynn was at the 
prefs, the followingone appeared in The London 
Evening Post, Dec. 27, 179 1 ; which, though it 

.. contains many circumftances already related, is fo 
different, and well-written, that lamperfuaded no 
one will be difpleafed with it being fubjgined. 

Anecdotes of Nell Gwyn. 
The origin of this celebrated woman was, without 
doubt, of the loweft rank, and her employment in that 
City where one of her defcendants enjoys the emolu- 
ments of the Prelacy, of the moft inferior kind ; — 
indeed, it is there, or in the neighbourhood, ihat the

tradirion of th^ place fuppofcs her to have been bornV 
From thence, by one of the many tranfitions which. 
tranfpl?int individuails of the labouring, clafs from one 
place to another, ftie became an inhabitant of the 
Metropolis, and the fervant to a fniiterer, who was, 
probably, one of thofe who attended upon the Play- . 
houfes, as it appears that in this charafter flie firft, 
obtained admiffion into the Theatre in Drury-lane. 

What favour of fortune advanced her from this 
humble fituation to the Stage, whether from the ge- 
neral recommendation her natural humour arid viva- 
city gave her, or a p^fffion which Mr. Hart the/ 
Player had for her, i§ difficult to afcertain. We find 
her, however, a few years afterwards, a great favourite . 
of the public, as a Theatrical charafter, and that fiic 
had no inconfiderable reputation in the parts of 
Mmabide, in the Conquejl of Grenada; Florimely in the 
Maiden ^teen ; Donna Jacinthay in the Mock AJlrolo^ 
ger ; Valeria, in x\tt\Royal Martyr , &c. &c, 

Dryden was her profeffed patron, and, as he is. 
known to have been a man of gallantry, was fuppofed 
to have been fucceCiful in his addrcflcs to her. How- 
ever that may have been, it is a certain faft that he 
gave her the mofl: Ihowy and alluring parts in hi$ 
Comedies, and wrote feveral Prologues and Epi- 
logues exprefsly for her. But the more immediate 
caufe of her becoming an objeft of the Monarch'^ 
favour and affeftions was the following whimfical cir- 
cumftance, which, while it marks the diffipation of 
Charles II. gives no indifferent pifture of the ftate of 
the Stage, and the tafte of the Audience of that day. 

At the "Duke's Houfsy under Killigrew's patent, the 
celebrated Nokes had appeared in a hat larger than 
PiJiol'Sf which pleafed the audience fo much, as to 
help off a bad play merely by the effeft of it. — Mr, 
Dryden, whofe neceffities very often made him ftoop 
to the whim of the times, caufcd a hat to be made of 
the circumference of a large coach-whqel; and as 
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Mrs. Gwyn was low in ftaturc, made her fpeak aq 
Epilogue under the umbrella pf this hat, with its brim 
ftretched out in its utmoft horizontal extenfion. No 
fooner did (he appear in this ftrange drefs, than the 
hoUfe was in convulfions. Among the reft, the. King 
gave the fiilfeft proof of his approbation of her, by 
going behind the fcenes immediately after the Play, and 
taking her home in his own coach fo fupper with him. 

After this elevation (he ftill coptinued on the 
Stage ; but being now ai liberty to follow the bent of 
her original genius, (he never afterwards appeared 
in tragic charafters. In geqjeral Comedy, (he cer-? 
tainly did not rate with Betlerton, MarJhaUy Lee, Sou- 
tell, &c, &c. but for the airy, fantaftic, Iprightly 
exhibitions of the Comic Mufe, her genius was aptly 
calculated; and, according to the taftc of thofe times, 
(he was con(idered as the beft Prologue and Epilogue 
Speaker on either Theatre. 

She rriuft now, however, be no longer confidered iq 
the light of a Player, but as the Mijirefs of a King, 
and here (he nobly belied the baftnefs of her origin, 
and that feminary of vice in which (he was bred. 
Mrs. Gwyn met and bore good fortune as if (he had 
been • bred to" it ; — :(he difcovered neither avarice, 
pride, or oftentation ; (he remembered all her Thea- 
trical Friends, and did dT.em fervice ; — (lie generouf- 
ly paid off her debt of gratitude to Mr. Drydien, and 
was the patronefs of thofe eminent writers, Otway and 
Lee. 

When (he became moFe Immediately cpnrieAed 
with the King, that gay Monarch was already fur- 
rounded with raiftre(res;--the Duchelfes bf Portf- 
mouth and Plymouth, with Mif$ Daviis, and others, 
were confidered to be in that capacity; but thefe 
were known -to be unreftrained in. their conduft. 
Mrs. Gwyn prefertred her charadcr ofHdelity'to thelaft ; 
and being once(blicitedby Sir John Germain,'tb whom 
^e had Ipft a cofifiderable fum of money ^t play, to 
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fcxcliahge the debt for other favours^ (he nd lefs 
Koricftly than wittily replied, — ** No, Sir John, I am 
** too good a fportfwoman to lay the dog where the 
'' deer lliould lie/^ 

She was not only tlie favourite of the Monarch, 
but of the. people ; and though that age abounded 
with fatires and lampoons againft all the refi of the 
King's iniftreffts, as the caufe of political difafters, 
Mrs. Gwyn, except in the inftance df a few lines 
written by Lord Rochefter^ hot only efcaped, but 
rqet with their approbation, as flie never troubled her^ 
fclf with politics, but was contented with private plea- 
fures and amufements* She was no lefs munificent 
in her charities ; fociable with h^r friends, and, what 
was very fingular, piqued herfelf on a regard for the 
Church of England, contrary to the genius and dif- 
pofition of the Court. 

As a proof how miich fhe was iii the favour of the 
people, an eniinent goldfmith who died about twen- 
ty.five years ago, in the 79th year of his age, has 
often been heard to relate, that, when he was an ap- 
prentice, his mdfter made a moft expenfive fervice of 
plate^ as a preient from the King to the Duchefs of 
r — - — -, and that great numbers of people ufed to 
cro\ytl the fhop to gratify their ciiriofity, and throw 
out curfes againft the Duchefs, but ttiat all were unani- 
mous in wilhing the prefent had been for Mrs. Cjwyn. 

In hef p^rfon, accordiftg to her pidure by Lely^ 
fhe was low in ftature, red hair, and what the 
French call €» ion fgint. There is a buft now to ba 
fccnofher en JBagnig^ ff^ells, formerlv her country- 
houfe, which^, though ha4ly executed^ confirms the 
likcnefs of J^/xV -pencil. She h^ remarkable hvely 
eyes, but fo'fmali that they beeaaie ilmoft invifible 
when fhe laughed, ili^r foot; was of the moft dimi- 
nutive fize, and ufedto b^rf^cftilgcft of much mirth 
to her merry paramour. 
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As to her underftanding, the whole of her conduft, 
but particularly in the latter part of her life, evidently 
ilhiftrates it. She was humourous, witty, and pol- 
fefled the talents fo neceflary to enliven converfation 
in an eminent degree ; and generally kept her place 
at table with the King, the Lords Rochefter, Shaftf- 
bury, &c. till they left the bounds of decency, when 
(he never failed to retire. 

She lived long enough to fee, and, without doubt, 
to lament the decline of that family which had riaifed 
her to rank and fortune ; having the good fenfe to 
avoid intermeddling with the politics of the times. 
After the King's death, (he purchafed a houfe in Pall- 
niall, where The lived many years with a moft unble- 
inilhed reputation. Here (he died in the year 1 69 1 , 
and was buried with great funeral folemnity iti the 
parilli church of St. Martin's in the Fields ; to the 
ringers of which, among many valuable donations to 
others, (he left a fura of money, to fupply them with 
weekly entertainment, which they enjoy to this day. 
Dr. Tennifon, afterwards Archbifliop of Canterbury, 
preached her fimeralfermon, or, according to the ma- 
lice ^and^ prejudices of fome envious and ill-natured 
^erfons,* a fulfome panegyric upon her and her pro- 
feffion ; • Aay, thi^ circumftance was urged as an ob- 
jeftion to Dr. Tennifon's promotion ; but Queen 
Mary defended his conduft and merit, by replying — 
♦' that it was a fign this "unfortunate woman died a 
penitent : for, had (he hot made a truly pious and 
chriftian end, the Doftor could never have been in- 
duced to fpeak fo well of her." 

In (hort, this celebrated aftrefs, and no lefs cele- 
brated woman, had the peculiar merit of turning the 
original ftream of her fortune frompoverty and vice 
to rank and charafter ; a merit which few, very few, 
tire capable of pradifing ; fo it is but juftice ,to thcfc 
few to have that merit recorded. . . 
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la .^' An Account of the modern RoJcittSy*^ fii^ pid> 
lilhed in The Herald, and reprinted in The Li- 
terary Magazii^e ; or J Univerfal Review I 1758, 
V, 3. p. ^6 ; is the following pafl'age, " His [Gar-- 
r/V^'s] powers often fail him in the flow of elocution ; 
infomuch that he is forced to niake reftings in utter- 
ance .where no flops are to be found in his authors/* 

See the whole griticifm on him (filling nearly fix 
pages), asaftor, author, and manager; inwhichheis 
ieverely handled ; and a reply to it, in idetfiy. p. 69, 
feq. Seealfo a ^' Critical Examen tj/Mr. GarrickV 
Abilities as an Actor," in " The Theatrical RE' 
view; or. Annals of the Drama,'^ 8vo. 1763, p. 74, 
feq, in which, through carcleflhefs or accident, a paf- 
fage is printed in a deranged ftate, that would, I con- 
ceive, if regulated, read thus : 

*^ The voice of this performer is clear, imprcffive, 
and afFefting ; agreeable, though not harmonious ; 
{harp, though not diflTonant ; ftrong, though not ex- 
tenfive. In declamation, it is uncommonly forcible ; 
in narrative, unaffeftedly fimple. Wanting power at 
the top, it fometimes finks where the paffions meet 
with any violent agitation ; yet, in general, Mn Gar- 
rick has fo peculiar a method of adapting it, that we 
fcarcely perceive it Qiould rife where it is unhappily 
limited : and we are almoft induced to believe, that. 
it ought to rife no farther than the particular key to 
which he has the power of extending it/* 

This ^^ Examen j^^ which is neither rude fatire, noj? 
fulfome adulation, contains alfo the following obfer- 
vations. *^ A great objection has been raifed by the 
critics to the propriety of Mr. Garrick's pauffes-r^ 
* There are," fays Aaron Hill, ^ refts and paufes, -as 
well as breaks, both in 'fpeech and aftioh, which are 
not only natural and proper in themfelves, but infi* 
jiitely beautiful in thai fpe6tatorVeye/ 

"That the generality of this great per former^spaufci 
come within this defcription is moft certainly true; how-^ 
cyei; we muft admit that we Have feen him make ufe 
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of therfi where judgment coiild not warrant the adop- 
tion; fometimes as a trap for applaiifcwherehe could 
reafonably exped none ; fometimes indeed they have 
been occafioned by the too great length of a period^ 
where he would have rendered himfelf abfolutely in- 
articulate, had he endeavoured implicitly to conform 
to exaft propriety ; though thus much may be faid> 
that, in this cafe, fome degree of knowledge is re- 
quired in a fpeaker, in paufmg where the (enfe is lead 
affefted, and that as feldom as his breath will permit." 

Perfeftion is not the lot of human nature ! and it 
is praife enoughv^for even a Garrick, to fay that, as 
an aftor. ** take him for all in all,'* he approached as 
nearly to it as, pepaps, it is poffible : the following 
(I believe hitherto-unprimcd) letter from him to a 
friendly critic, (the original of which, in Mr- Gar*- 
rick's hand-writing, is in tjie editor's poffeffion) isfo 
modeft an extenuation of fome of the faults and de- 
feds imputed to him, [Many fimilar ones are parti^ 
cularized in fome letters to the Craftfman, reprinted 
in *^ yf« Enquiry into the real merit of a certain Popular 
Verformer^'X that the fevered cenfor could not but 
have been fatisfied with. 

It is hoped that this publication of fo ingenuous art 
apology, will preferve it from the oblivion into 
which it had nearly fallen ; it having been written 
many years fince to, and lain-by forgotten among the 
papers of my refpeded and lamented friend^ the late 
kev. P. Whalley *, the learned editor of Ben Jonfon.

I (hould have anfwer'd your obliging

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Coffee- houfe kept it from me two Days.-^I affure 
you, Sir, it is no fmall Pkafure to me, that I am 
thought worthy of your Advice ; the candid Remarks 
of a true Critick are to me the great eR Favours ; my 
Ears are always open to Conviftion ; I willingly kifs 
the Rod, and would (hake the Hand that adminifters 
fuch wholefome Correftion as yours has done. The 
Faults you mention I am afraid I have been guilty 
of; becaufe the Bye-ftander will always be a better 
Judge of the Game than the Party concerned — but I 
am furprizM that I fhould be thought to regard the 
Meafure of Verfes fo injudicioufly as to disjoin the 
Members of the Sentence, when at my firft fetting 
out in the Bufinefs of an Aftor, I eqdeavour'd to 
fhake off the Fetters of Numbers, and have been 
often acciis^d of negledting the Harmony of the Vcr- 
fification, from a too clofe Regard to the PafEon, 
j^nd the Meaning of the Author. 

I am fenfible Cnotwithftanding what I have faid) 
that the Inftances-you have given from Hamlet are 
juft, and the manner of fpeaking them (acquired at 
firft by Inadvertency) is confirm'd by Habit; but it 
ftiall be altered, and I hope for the future my Friends 
ovill not be offended again at the fame Paflages. I 
cuhnot but think you have miftook me in the Pro- 
logue to Henry the 5th — furely the little Paufe was 
made at Fire! and I connected the fubfequent 
Relative, Verb, and Accufative Cafe (that would 
afeend the bright efi Heaven , &c.) in one Breath ? I 
know in the general I fpeak it fo, but may have 
feird th^ Nighj: you heard me. Your Remark from 
Venice PrefervM is likewife ivue-^-^-ff^hen in your Bri- 
gantine, &c. but I am in 'Hope? the other Slips you 
Ipeak of in the fame Play, were owing to my Illnefs 
on Mrs. Gibber's Benefit Night; I could fcarce 
bring" my Words out, and all the Time did not 
J^jiow whether I flood on my Head or Heels — the 
fart of TafSfr i^ a moft difficult, laborious Ch^ac- 
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ttt, and will take me up much Time, 'before! h^vc 
alttain^d what I imagine may be done with it. I muft 
rtovr beg leave to mention a Circumftance, which 
may in Tome Meafure be my Excufe for thcfe many 
feeming Errors of Judgment ; I am often troubled 
with Pains in my Breaft, arifing from Colds ; and 
at fuch Times I have it not in my Power to fpeak as 
I would ; my Breath often fails me, and I am oblig'd 
to ftop in wrong Places, to enable me to finifh the 
Sentence — this has the Air of an Excufe for my 
Failings ; fuppofe it fo, it is a very natural one ; 
and Nobody can blame me for trying all Meant to 
appear well in the Eyes of One, whofe Opinion I 
regard ; this is my prefent Situation with you ; and 
if you think I have Merit enough to deferve your 
future Animadverfions, you will honour and 'oblige 
mi?.

To adors and their cenfurers the following ex- 
trad from Heywoo£^ ** Apology for Adors," 4to. 
1612, isfubmitted. 

* Tho* Henderfon fell infinitely fhort of the admirable model 
on which he formed himielf, in Hamlet, Richard, Macbeth, 
I«ear, Benedi£t, Don John, Ba^res, &c. yet was he truly excel* 
lent in fomc charafters never exhibited by Garrick ; Falftaff was 
his chef d'owvres : Dominick, the Spaniih Fryar, he was alfo 
very cajntal in ; nor was he without great merit in lago, Shylock, 
and Sir Giles Overreach. One ftriking trait of the goodnefs of his 
difpofition ought not to be forgotten ; that, poife^g the powers 
of mim-ckry in a fuperlative degree, he never difplayed them on 
the ftage: difdaining fo illiberal a pradice, wluch has embittered 
the life of many a worthy man ; driven fome performers of con- 
fiderable abilities from the theatre ; and, as in the cafe of Delzuie^ 
eventually killed one of the greateft ornaments of theDrama I 

E '' 1 alfo 
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*' I alfo could wifh, that fuch [aftors] as arc 
condemned for their licentiou&effe, might by a 
generall confent bee quite excluded our foci^ty : 
for as we are men that ftand in the broad eye of the 
world, fo (hould our manners, geftures, and beha- 
viours, favour of fuch government and modefly, to 
deferve the good thoughts and reports of all men, 
and to abide the ftiarpeft cenfures even of thofe that 
are the greateft oppofites to the quality, [i. e. the 
profeffion of an aftor. So in Hamlet ^ ** give us a 
tafte of your quality/'] Many amongft- us, 1 know 
to be of fubftance, of government, of fober lives, 
and temperate carriages^ houfe-keepers, and con- 
tributary to all duties enjoyned them, equally with 
them that are rank't with the mpft bountiful! ; and 
if amongft fo many of fort, there be any fow dege- 
nerate from the reft in that good demeanor^, which 
is both requifite & expefted at their bands, let me 
entreat you not to ccnfure hardly of all for the mif- 
deeds of fome, but rather to excufe us, as Ovid 
doth the generality of women.
